Beſides, till they be more like reaſonable Men than 
they yet are, their Society were rather ſcandalous to true Religion than otherwiſe, as Pearl caſt before 
Swine : For till they be cleanſed from their Bloud, Incantinency, and "Theft, and which are now-nor the 
ſes, of particular Perſons, but the,very Laws of the. Nation, they, are incompatible with Religion 
formed with Policy. There is no doubt but to wreſtle with them now is indirectly oppoſite to their re- 
claim, and cannot but continue their alienation. of mind from this Government.

The A I ſpeak of, is the order given by His Maje- 
ſty for the Erection of a Tomb or Monument for our late Soveriga Queen Ekzaberb; wherein I may 
Note much, bur this at this time, That as Her Mijeſty did always Right ro His Majefty's Hapes, fo his, 
Highneſs doth, in all thiags, Right to her Memory ; a very juſt and Princely Retribution. But from this 
Occaſion, by a very ecafie aſcent, I paſſed farther, being put in mind, by this eſentative of her Perſon, 
of the more true and more perfect Repreſentative, which is, of her Life and Government. For as Sta-" 
tues and Pictures are dutab Hiſtories, fo Hiſtories are ſpeaking Pictures ; wherein ( if my Aﬀetion be 
nor too great, or my Reading too ſmall, ) Tam of this Opinion, that if Pluearch were alive to write Lives 
by Parallels, it would trouble him, for Vertue and Fortune both, to find for her a Parallel amongſt Wo- 
men. And though ſhe was of the Paſſive Sex, yet her Government was ſo Active, as, in my ſimple Opj- 
\. ion, it made more impreſſion upon the ſeveral States of Europe, than it received from thence. Bur I con- 
feſs unto your Lordſhip, I could not ſtay here, bur went a little farther into the.conlideration of the 
Times which have paſſed ſince King Henry the Eighth; wherein I find the ſtrangeſt Variety, that in ſo 
lirrle number of Succeffions of any hereditary Monarchy, hath ever been known ; the Reign of a Chit, 
the Offer of an Uſurpation, though it were bur as a diary ; the Reignof a Lady married to a Fo-' 
reigner, and the Reign of a Lady, Solitary and Unmarried : So that a5 it cometh to paſs, in maſſive Bo- 
dys, that they have certain T repidations, and Waverings, before they fix and fertle ; fo it ſeemeth, that 
by the Providence of God, this Monarchy boars it was to ſettle in His Majeſty and his Generations, in 
which I hope it is now Eſtabliſhed for ever, ) hath had theſe preclufive changes in theſe barren Princes. 
"Neither could I contain my felf here, (as it is eaſier for a Man to Multiply, than to ſtay a With, ) but 
calling to remembrance the unworthineſs of the Hiſtory of England, in the main continuance thereof, and 
the Partiality and Qbliquity of that of Scorland, in the lateſt and largeit Author that I have ſeen ; 1 con- 
ceived, it would be Honour for His Majeſty, and a Work very Memorable, if this Iſland of Great Brs- 
zain, as it.is now joined in Monarchy for the Ages to come, fo it were joined in Hiſtory for the Times 
Palit ; and that one juſt and compleat Hiſtory were compiled of both Nations. And if any Man think, it 
may refreſh the Memory of former Diſcord, he may fatisfie himſelf with the Verſe, Olim hec meminifſe 
juvabit. For the caſe being now altered, it is matter of comfort and gratulation, to remember former 
Troubles. 'Thus much, if it may pleaſe your Lordſhip, was in the Optative Mood, and it was time that I 
ſhould look alittle into the Potential ; wherein the hope'that I received was grounded upon three Ob- 
ſervations. The'hrit, of theſe 'Times,which flouriſh in Learning, both of Art, and Language ; which gi- 
veth hope, not onely that it may be done, but that it may be well done. Secondly, Ido ſee that which all 
the World ſees in His Majeſty, a wonderfull Judgment in Learning, and a ſingular Aﬀetion towards 
Learning, and Works which are of the Mind, and not-of the Hand. For there cannat be the like Hor- 
nour ſought in building of Galleries, and.planting of Elms along High-ways,and the outward Ornaments 
wherein France now is bulie, ( things rather of Magnificence than of Magnanimity, ) as there is in the 
uniting of States, pacifying of Comepiies nouriſhing 2nd augmenting of Learning and Arc, and 
the particular ation appertaining unto'theſe ; of which kind Cicero judged truly, when he faid to Ceſar, 
Quantum operibus tuis detrahet veruitas, tantum addet laudibus. And laſtly, I called to mind, that your. Lord- 
ſhip, at ſome times, hath been pleaſed to expreſs unto me a great deſire, that ſomething of this matter 
: ſhould be done, anfwerable indeed to your other Noble and worthy Courſes and ACtions; joining, and 
adding unto the great Services towards His Majeſty ( which have in ſmall compaſs of time been perform- 
ed.by your Lordthip ) other great Deſervings, both of the Church, and Common-wealth,' and Particu- 
lars: So as the Opinion of ſa.Great and Wiſe a Man doth feem to' me a good Warrant, both of the 
poſſibility, and worthof the matter.

_ Alphonſo the Wile, the ninth of that Name, King of Caſtile, compiled the Digeſt of the Laws of Spain, | 
intituled, the fix Partzidas z, an excellent work, which he fniſhed in ſeven years: And, as Tacirus no- 
teth well, that the Capitol, though built in the beginnings: of Rome, yet was fit for the great Monar- 
chy that came after ; ſo that building of Laws ſuthceth the greatneſs of the Empire of Spain, which

_ King Hey the Eighth, in the 27th year of his Reign, was authorized by Parliament to nominate 
32 Commiſſioners, part Eccleſiaſtical, part Temporal, to purge: the Common Law,. and to make ir 
agreeable to the Law of God, and the Law: of the Land,' bur-it took not. effect; for the Atts of thar 
King were, commonly, rather profters and fames, than, cither well grounded, or well purſued. But 
I doubt- 1 err, in producing ſo many Examples : For,- as Cicero faid to Caeſar, lo may | fay to 
your Majeſty, Ni! vulgare, te dignum videri poſſit ; though indeed, this well underſtood, is far from 
a ; for that the Laws of both Kingdoms and States have been, like Buildings of many pieces, 
«and patched up, from time to time, according to occaſions, without Frame or Model. 

' Now for the Laws of England, if-I ſhall ſpeak my opinion of them, without partiality, either to 
my Profeſſion or Countrey, be e matter and Nature of them, 1 hold them wile, juſt, and: mMe- - 
rate Laws; they give to God, they: give to Ceſar, they: give to the Subject, what appertaineth. Ir 
is true, they are as mixt as our Language, compounded of Britiſh, Roman, Saxen,'Damſh, Norman cu- 
lows; and furely, as our Language is thereby to much-the richer ; 16 our Laws are likewiſe, by that 
mixture, the more compleat. - Neither doth thisgattribute the leſs to them, than thoſe that would 
have them to ſtand out'the ſame, in all mutations. For no 'Tree is-ſo good-firlt ſet, as by transplan- 
ting and grafting. I remember what happened to. Califthenes, that followed Alexander's Court, and 
"was grown. into ſome diſpleafare with him, becauſe he could: not well brook the Perſian Adoration : 
At a Supper (which with the Grecians was a great part) he was delired, the King being preſent, be- 
cauſe he was an Eloquent Man, to ſpeak of ſome ie, which he did, and choſe for ;his Theme 
the Praiſe of the Macedonian Nation. Which though it were but a kiling thing, to praiſe Men to their 
Faces; yet he performed it, with ſuch advantage .of truth, and- avoidance of Flattery, and..with ſuch 
Life, as was applauded by the hearers. The King was the leſs pleaſed with. it, not loving. the Man, 
and by way of diſcountenance, faid, it ' was ealie to be a. good Orator- in a pleaſing Theme: Ru, 
faith he to him; turn your Stile, and tell us'\now of our Faults, that we may have the profit, -and 
not the praiſe only. Which he preſently did, with ſuch quickneſs, that Alexander faid, that, Malice 


- .made him Eloquent then, as the 'Theme had done before. -.I ſhall not fall into. cither of theſe ex- 


treames, in this Subject 'of the Laws of England. I have commended them. before for, the, Matter ; 
but ſurely they ask much. amendment for the Form, which to reduce and perfect, I hold. to. be one 
of the greateſt Dowries that can be conferred upon this Kingdom, which Work for the excellency, as 
it 1s worthy your Majeſty 's Atts and Times,fo it hath ſome circumſtance of Propriety agreeable to your 
Perſon.

Which my intention I did alſo fignine to my Lord, afloon 
as ever he was at Liberty, whereby I might without Peril of the Queens Indignation write 
to him, and having received from his Lordſhip a courteous and . loving acceptation of my good 
Will and Endeavours, ] did apply it in all my - Acceſſes to the Queen, which were very 
many at that time, and fely ſought and wrought upon other- variable Pretences, but only and 
chiefly for that purpoſe. And on the other ſide, I did not forbear to give my Lord from time to time 
FatchFal Advertiſement, what I found, and what I wiſhed. And I drew for him, by his Appointment, 
ſome Letters to Her Majeſty, which though I knew well his Lordſhips Gift and Stile was far better 
than mine own, yet becauſe he required it, alledging that by his long reſtraint he was growit almoſt a 
ſtranger to the Queens preſent Conceipts, I was ready to perform it; and ſure I am, that for the ſpace 
of ſx Weeks, or two Months, it proſpered fo, well, as I expected continually his reſtoring to his at- 
tendance. And I was never better wellcome to the Queen, nor more made of, than when I ſpake fulleſt 
and boldeſt for him ; in which kind the particulars were exceeding many, wheteof for an Example, I 
will remember to your Lordſhip one or two ; as at one time, I call to mind Her Majeſty was ſpeaking 

of a Fellow that undertook to Cure, or atleaſt to Eaſe my Brother of his Gout, and asked me how ' 
it went forwards, and I told Her Majeſty, that at the firſt he received by it, bur after-in the 
courſe of his Cure, he found himfalf at a ſtay or rather worſe ; the Queen faid again, I will tell you 
Bacon, the Errour of it: The manner of theſe Phyſicians, and eſpecially theſe Empiricks,-is, to con- 
 tinue one kind of Medicine, which arthe firſt is proper, being to draw out the ill humour ; bur after 
they have nat the diſcretion to change their- Medicine, but apply ftill drawing Medicines, when they 

| ſhould rather intend to cure and corroborate the part. Good Lord, Madam ( faid I ) how wiſely and 
Þ can you Speak/and. diſcern: of Phyfick miniſtred to the Body, and conſider not that there is the 
ike reaſon of Phyſick miniſtred to the Mind ;- as now in the Caſe of my Lord of Eſſex, your Prince-- 
ly Word ever was, that you intended ever to reform his Mind, and not ruine his Fortune ; I know well, 
you cannot but think you have drawn the humour ſufficiently, and therefore it were more than time, and 
it were but for doubt of mortifying or exulcerating, that you did apply and minilter ſtrength and com- 
fort unto him ; for theſe ſame gradations of yours are fitter 'to corrupt, than to corre<t,any Mind of 
greatneſs. And another time, I remember, ſhe rold me for News, that my Lord had Written unto her 


ſome _ dutifull Letters, and that ſhe had been moved by them ; and when ſhe took it to be the abun- 


dance of his heart, ſhe found it to be but a preparative to a ſuite for the renewing of his Farm of ſweet 
Wines. Whercto 1 repeats Madam, how doth Your Majeſty conſtrue of theſe things, as if thefe 
two could not ſtand well togEther ; which indeed Nature hath planted in all Creatures. For there are but 
two Sympathies, the one towards Perfe#ion, the other towards Preſervation ; that to' Perfi ion; as the I- 
ron tendeth to the Loadſtone ; that to Preſervation,as the Vine will creep unto a Stake or Prop that ſtands 
by it,not for any love to the Stake,but to uphold it ſelf. And therefore, Madam,you mult diltinguiſh my 
Lord's deſire to doe you Service, is as to his PerfeCtion that which he thinks himſelf ro be bound for 
whereas, his deſire to obtain this thing of, you, is bur for a Suſtentation. And not to trouble your Lordſbip 
with many other particulars like unto this, it was at the ſame time that did draw by my Lord's Privity, 
- and'by his appointment two Letters, the one Written as from my Brother, the other, as an Anſwer re- 
turned from my Lord ;. both to. be by me in Secret manner ſhewed to the Queen, which it pleaſed my 
. Lord very firangely w-mention at the Bar; the Scope of which were, but to Repreſent and Picture forth 
; unto Her Meajeſty my Lord's Mind to be fuch as I. know Her Majeſty would faineſt have had it, which 
Letters whoſoever ſhall ſee ( for they cannot now be retracted or altered,being by reafon of my Brother's 
or his Lordſhip's ſervants delivery, long {ſince come into divers hands) ler him Judge, ſpecially if he knew 
the Queen, and do remember thoſe tinies, whether they were-nor the labours of one that ſought to 
bring the Queen about for my Lord of Eſſex bis good: "The Truth is, that the illue of all this dealing 
grew to-this, that the Queen by ſome ſlackmgls + my Lord, as I imagine, liked him worſe and worte, 
and grew more incenſed towards him ; © then ſhe remembring belike the continual and inceflant, and 
confident Speeches and Courſes that I had held on my Lord's -{ide, became utterly alienated from 
ine, and for the ſpace of at leaſt three. Months, ( which was between Michaelmas and New-jears- 
tide following ) would not ſo much as look on me, but turned away from me with expreſs, and 
purpoſe-like diſcountenance whereſoever ſhe faw me; and at ſuch. time as 1 delired to ſpeak with: 
her about Law Buſineſs, ever ſent me forth very flight Refuſals, inſomuch as it is molt true, that 
immediately after New-years tide I deſired to ſpeak with her, and being admitted to her, I dealt with 
her plainly, and faid : Madam, 1 ſee you withdraw your Favour from me; and now I have loſt 
many Friends for your ſake, I muſt loſe you too; you have put me like one of thoſe thar the 
French Men call Syfans perdus, that ſerve. on foot before Horſe-men, ſo have you put me into 
matters of Envy without Place or without Strength ; and I know. at Cheſs a pawn before the 'King 
never_much plaid upon ; a great many loye me not, becauſe rhey rhink I have been againit my Lord of 
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Eſſex ; and you love me not, becauſe you know 1 have' been for him ; yer will, I never repent me” 
that 1 have dealt in ſimplicity of heart towards you both, without reſpect of Cautions ro my elf, 
and therefore vibus videnſque pereo + If I do break my Neck, Þ ſhall do it as Dorringron did, which 
walked on the Battlements of the Church many Days, and took a view and furvey where he ſhould 
1; and fo, Madam, (faid I) I am nor fo ſimple, but that I take a profpect of mine own Overthrow ; 
y I thought 1 would-tell you ſo much,thar you may know,it was Faith and not Folly that brought 
me into it ; and fo I willpray for you: Upon which Speeches of mine, uttered with ſome paſſion, it is 
true, her Majeſty was exceedingly moved, and accumulated a number of kind and gracious Words upon 
me, and willed me to reſt upon this,Graria mes ſufficit,and a number of other ſenſible and tender Words 
and Demonſtrations, ſuch as more could not be ; but as rouching my Lord of Eſſex, ne verbam quidem. 
. Whereupon I departed, reſting then determined to meddle no more in the matter, as that I faw would 
overthrow me, and not be able to doe him any good. And thus T made mine own Peace, with mine own 
Confidence, at that time; and this was the laſt rime I faw Her Majeſty, before the 82þ. of February, which 
was the Day of my Lord of Efex his Misfortune : After which time,for that I performed at the Bar in 
my publick Service, your Lordſhip knoweth, by the Rules of Duty, I was to doe it honeſtly, without 
prevarication ; but for any putting my ſ&lf in it, I proteſt before. God, I never moved the Queen, nor 
any Perſon living, concerning my being uſed in the Service, either of Evidence or of Examination ; but 
it was meerly laid upon me with the reſt of my Follows. And for the time rhat paſſed berween the Ar- 
raignment and my Lord's Suffering, I well remember IT was but once with rhe Queen, at what time, 
though I durſt not deal dire&tly for my Lord, as things then ſtood'; yer generally I did both commend 
Her Majeſty's Mercy, terming it to Her as an excellent Balm, that did continually diftil from Her So- 
vereign Hands, and made an excellent odour in the ſcents of her People ; and nor only fo, but I rook 
hardineſs to extenuate, not the FaCt (for that I durſt nor) but the Danger,telling her, thar if ſome baſe 
or cruel minded Perfons had entred into fach an Adtion, it might have cauſed much Blood and Com- 
buſtion ; but it appeared well, they were fach as knew not how to play the MalefaCtors, and ſome other 
Words, which I now omit. And as for the reſt of the Carriage of myelf in that Service,l have many 
honourableW itnefles that can tell; rhar the next Day after my Lot'ds Arraignmene,by my diligence and 
information, touching the Quality and Nature of the Offenders,fix of nine were ftayed,which otherwiſe 
had been Atrainted ; "I bringing their Lotdſhips Letter for their ſtay, after the Jury was Sworn to paſs 
oy them ; ſo'near it went: And how careful I was, and made it my part, that whofoever was in 
uble about that matter, as ſoon as ever his Caſe was ſafficiently known and definedof, might not 
continue in reſtraint,but be ſet art liberty ; and many other Jour. which, I am well affured of ftood with 
the Duty of an honeſt Man. But indeed, I will not deny, for the Caſe of Sir Themas Smith of Londen,the 
Queen demanding my Opinion of ir, I told her I thought ir was as hard as many of the reſt ; but what 
was the Reaſon? becauſe,ar that time I had ſeen only his Accuſation,and hag never been preſent ar ay 
Examination of his ; and the matter fo ſtanding, had been very untrue to my Service, if I had not deli- | 
. vered that Opinion. But afterwards, upon-a re-exammation of ſome that Charged him, who weakned 
their own Teſtimony ; and eſpecially hearing himſelf v5va voce, I went inftantly Yo the Queen, out of the 
ſoundneſs of my Conſcience, not regarding what Opinion I had formerly delivered, and told Her Ma- 
 jcſty, I was fatisfed and refolved in my Conſcience, that for the tepuration of the Afton, the Plot was 
to countenance the ACtion, farther by him in reſpe& of his: place, than they had indeed any intereſt or 
intelligence with him; it'is very true alfo, abou that time Her Majefty taking a liking of my Pen,upon 
that which I formerly had done concerning the proceeding at %rk-houfe, and likewife upon Gene former 
Declarations, which in former times by her appointment F put mr Writmg, commarided me to Pen that 
Book, which was Publiſhed for the bertet farisfaftionoof the World; which I did;Yur fo as never Secre- 
tary had more particular and expreſs DireCtions and' Inftructions inevery Point, how to guide.my hand 
in it ;. and not only fo, but after that I had made a firſt Draught thereof, and propounded it to certain 
principal Counſellors, by her Majeſty s Appointment it was perufed, weighed, cenſured, altered, and 
made almoſt a new Writing, according to their Lordſhips better Conſideration, wherein their Lord- 
ſhips and my ſelf both were as religious, and curious of Truth, as defirous of Satisfa&tion ; and my: ſelf, 
indeed, gave only Words and Form of Stile, in purſuing Weir Diretions: And after it had paſſed their 
Allowance, it was again exactly peruſed by the Queen Her ſelf, and ſome Alterations made again by 
| her Appointment ; nay, and after it was fer to Print, the Queen, who, as your Lordſhip knoweth, as 
She was excellent in great Marters, ſo She was exquiſite in ſmall; and noted; that T could not forget my 
ancient Reſpe&t to my Lord of Efex,in terming him'ever my Lordof Eftx,in almoſt every Page of the 
Book, which She thought not fit, bur would have it made Eſſex, or the late Earl of Egex ; whereupon, 
of force it-was Printed 'de novo, and the firſt Copies ſuppreſſed, by Her peremptory Commandment. 
And this, my Lord, to my fartheſt remembrance, is all that paffed, wherein I had part, which I have 
ſet down as near as I could in the very Words and Speeches that were uſed, not becauſe they are worth 
the Repetition, I mean thoſe of mine ; but to: the end your Lordſhip may lively and plainly 
diſcern: between the face of Truth, and ' a ſmooth Tale. And the rather allo, becauſe in- 
things that paſſed a good while ſince, the very Words-and Phraſes did fometimes bring to my 
Remembrance the Matters, - wherein I refer me to your honourable Judgment, whether you do-

in France for great Debts which he ow'd there ; befides that, as the Embaſſadour faith, he is to be char- 
ged there with a Murther.

By the Diſpleaſure his Majeſty hath been pleaſed to teſtifie unto me, upon many occaſions of the 
Prince Palatines refuſal to fign, and ratifie the Treaty of Suſpenſion of Arms ; He may be alfo pleaf- 
ed to judge, how it may have been taken by the King my Maſter in Spain, and the Infants in Flanders, 
and the rather becauſe of the continual Reports that ar the ſame time went up and down and increaſ- 
'ed {as ordinarily it falls out) of the Deſcent of Alberſtat with a mighty Army of 20000 Foot,and 6000 
Horſe, not any more to make War in Germany, but to joyn with the Prince of Orange, and fall upon 
| thoſe Provinces in" Obedience to his Cathiolick Majeſty, which was no other, bur dire&ly to aim at 
the vital Parts of the Spaniſh Monarchy. 

[f for theſe juſt Fears (which cannot certainly be held vain, being conſidered with thoſe of the year 
paſt, proceeding from one and the fame Cauſe, both of which have been ſcattered by the Almighty 
Hand of God, in. his ſecret Judgments) it hath not only been lawful, but alfo neceffary to conſerve 
the ancient Alliances, and procure new, I leave it to the Judgment of every man of Underſtanding, 
not doubting but for this -Reſpe&t you will be of the fame Opinion with me: And much more his 
Majeſty, whom God hath endowed with fo great Knowledge, and Royal Qualities, as are known to 
all the World. ; ES ci Wo:

ceptions in ſuch ſort, that they are obvious to any ordinary capacity : But in this, he ſeemeth only to 
glance at the profoundeſt Notigns that any Science can deliver to us 3- and then of a ſuddain, as it were 
recalling himſelf out of an Enthuſiaſm, he returneth to the gentle relation of the Allegorical Hiſtory 
that he had begun, leaving his Readers to wander up and down in much obſcurity, and to rove with

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By theſe Figures, I conceive that he meaneth the Mind and the Body of Man; the firſt being by 
him compared-to a Circle, and the latter to a Triangle: For as the Circle of all Figures is the moſt 
perfect, and includeth the greateſt ſpace, and is every way full, and without Angles, made by the 
continuation of one only Line ; fo Man's Soul is the nobleſt -and moſt beauriful Creature that God 


hath created, and by it we are capable of the greateſt Gifts which God can beſtow, which are Grace,

dom and liberty in all other Actions, and 1s made without compoſition (which no Figures are that 
have Angles, for they are cauſed by the coincidence of ſeyeral Lines) bur of one pure ſubſtance, which 
was by Gygd breathed into a Body made of ſuch compounded Earth, /as in the preceding Stanza the 
Author deſcribeth : And this is the exact Image of Him that breathed it, repreſenting him as fully as 
it is poſſible for any Creature which is infinitly diſtant from the, Creator : For as God bath neither 
beginning nor ending, ſo neither of theſe can be found in a Circle; although. that being made of the 
ſucceſſive motion of a Line, it muſt be ſuppoſed to have a beginning ſomewhere. God is compared

Certainly, Ofall God's Works, the nobleſt and the perfefteſt is Man, and for whom indeed all 
others were done : For, if we conſider his Soul, it is the very Image of God; if his Bod, it is adorned 
with the greateſt beauty and excellent ſymmetry of parts, of any created thing ; whereby it witnefſeth 
the perfection of the Archire, thar of ſo droffiemold is able to make fo excellent a Fabrick » if his 

tions, they are free ; .if his End, it is eternal Glory ; and'if you take him altogether , Mar 
' is a little World, an exact T'ype of the great World, and of GO D Himſelf. 
Bur in all this, methinketh, thatthe admirable Work, is, the joyning together of the two diffe- 
' "rent, and indeed oppoſite Subſtances in Men, to make one perfect Compound, the Soul and the Body 
which are of ſo contrary a Nature, that their uniting ſeemeth tobe a miracle : For how can one in- 
form and work in the other, ſince there. is no mean of operation (that we know) between a ſpiritual 
Subſtance and 2 corporeal ? yet we ſee that it doth. As hard it is to find the true proportion between 
a Circle and a Triangle; yet that there is ajult proportion, and that they may be equal, Archimedes 
hath left us an ingenuous demonſtration ;. bur, in reducing it to a Problem, it faileth in this, That 
becauſe the proportion berween a crooked Line anda ſtreight one is not known, one muſt make uſe 
of a mechanical way of meaſuring the Periphery of the one, to conyert it into the ſide of the other. |

What I have already faid concerning a Circle anda Triangle, doth ſufficiently unfold what is meant 
in this Verſe; yer it will not be a miſs to ſpeak one word more hereof in this place. All things that 
have exiſtence may be divided into three Clafſes ; which are, either what is pure and Gmple in it ſelf, 
or what harh anature compounded of what is ſimple, or what. hath a. nature compounded of what is 
compounded. In continued Quantity, this may be exemplited by a Point, 'a Line, and a Superficies, - 
or Body ; and in Numbers, by an Unity, a Denary, and a Centenary. , The firſt, which is only 
pure and {ingle, like an indiviſible Point, or an Unity, hathrelation only tothe Divine Nature ; that 
point then moving ina ſpherical manner (which ſerveth to expreſs the perfeQtions of God's Ations} 
deſcriberh the circle of our Souls, and of Angels, and of intellectual Subſtances, which are of a pure and 
ſiwple Nature ; but receiveth that from what is fo in a perfefter manner, and that hath his from none 
elſe ; like Lines that are made from the flowing of Points, or Denaries that are compoſed of Unities : 
beyond both which, there is nothing. og oy Po + | 
In the laſt place, Bodies are to be ranked, which are. compoſed of the Elements, and they likewiſe 
ſuFer compoſition, and may very well be compared to the loweſt of Figures, - which are compoſed of 
Lines, that owe their being to Points (and ſuch as are Triangles) or to Centenaries, that are compoſed 
of Detaries, and they of Unites. Bur if we will compare theſe together by proportion, God muſt be 
left out, ſince there is an infinite diſtance between the fmplicity and perfe&tion of. his N ature, and the 
compeſition and imperfeCtion of all created Subſtances, as there is between an indivilible Point, and a 
continuare Quantity ; or between a {imple Unite, and compound Number ; fo that only the other 
two kinds of Subſtances do enter into this con{ideration ; and of them I have already proved, .that 
Man's Soul is one of the nobleſt, being dignified by hypoſtatical . Union above all other inrelleftual - 
Subſtances, and his elementared Body of the other, the moſt low and corruprible : Whereby it is evi- 
dent, that theſe rwo are the firſt and laſt proportions, both in reſpe& of their own F igures, and of 
what they expreſs. , 
| The one imperfet, mortal, feminine ; 
Th. other immortal, perfet, maſculine. 


Man's Body hath all the Ptoperties of imperfe& Matter 3 it is but the Patient, of ir ſelf alone it can 
do nothing ; it is liable to corruption and diflolution, if it once be deprived of the form, which actu- 
ateth ir ſelf, and is corruptible and immortal. | 

And as the Feminine Sex is imperfect, and ' receiveth perfetion from the Maſculine; ſo doth the 
Body from the Soul, which to it isin lieu of a Male: And as in Corporeal Generations the Female 
doth afford but groſs and paffive matter, unto which the Male giveth active heat, and prolifical vertue z 
ſo in ſpiritual Generations. (which are the Operations of the Mind) the Body adminiſtreth only the 
Organs, which, if they were not'employed by the Soul, would of themſelves ſerve to nothing. And 
as there is a mutual appetence between the Male and the” Female, between Matrer and Form ; fo there 
is berween the Body and Soul of a Man: But what Ligament they have, that our Author defineth not 
(and, peradventure, Reaſon is not able to attain unto it ) yet he telleth us. what is the foundation thar 
this Machine reſteth upon, and what keepeth the Parts together, in theſe Words: 


And *twixt them bath a Duadrat was the Baſe, 


By which Quadrat, I conceive that he meaneth the four principal Humors in Man's Body; to wit, 
Choler, Blood, Phlegm, and Melancholy ; which, if they be diſtempered, and unficly mingled, the 
diflolution of the'whole doth enſue: Like to a Building, which falleth to ruine, if the Foundation or 
Baſe of it be unſound or diſordered. And in ſome of theſe the viral Spirits are contained and preſerved, 
which the other do keep in a convenient temper; and as long as they do ſo, the Soul and the Body 
dwell together like good Friends : So that theſe four are the Baſe of the conjuntion of the other two

of them ; which being.to be varied innumerable ways, cauſeth as many different effets, yet the in- 
fluence of ſore one Planet continually ay ern, : But when the matter in the Womans Womb is

Which whether it hath been created ever ſince the beginning of the World, and reierved in ſome 
fit place unti] due time, of be created upon the emergent occaſion, no Man can tell : But certain ic is, 
thar it is immortal, accordihg to that I ſaid when I ſpake of the Circle, which hath no ending, and an 
uncertain beginning. 

The Meflengers to convey which Soul intothe Body, are the Intelligences that move the Orbs of 
Heaven ; who, according to their ſeveral Natures, do communicate unto it ſeveral Proprieties, and 
they who are Governors of thoſe Stars that have at thar inſtant the ſuperiority inthe Planetary AſpeQts ; 
whereby it cometh to paſs, that in all Inclinations there is much affinity between the Soul and the 
Body, being that the like is between the Intelligences and the Stars, both which communicate their 
Vertues to each of them.

7 Rance having, contrary to Reaſon and Juſtice, moved» and maintained War in the States of the 
Emperor, and of my Lord the King, given extraordinary Succors both of Men and Money to 
their reb2llious Subjes;z procured the Swedes to invade the Empire, received and bought of them the 
Towns of Aſatia, and other hereditary Countreys of our moſt Royal Houſe, not. ſparing the Catho- 
lick League it ſelf, which had taken Arms for no other end but for the good of Religion :- And it be- 
ing notorious, that the ſame France (after all theſe publick and manifeſt Contraventions to the Treaties 
of Peace) hath finally proceeded to a Breach thereof : whereas we had cauſe to denounce the War, in 
that ſhe hath ſent her Armies to over-run the Low Countreys, the Durchy of Milan, and other Feoffees 
of the Empire in 1taby, and now lately the Country of Burgundy, contrary to the Laws of Neutralit , con- 
rraiy to the publick Faith,and contrary to the expreſs Promiſes of the Prince of Conde, diſguifing, in the:

R ' reFived your Letters Yared at York the 6th. of Mg, containing a long Diſcourſe of your Mind 
and Opinion concerning ſuch Words as have paſled the Clergy of the Province of Canterbury, in the 
Proemie of their Grant made unto us, the like whereof ſhould now paſs in that Province. Albeit ye 
interlace ſuch Words of ſubmiſſion of your Judgment, and diſcharge of your Duty towards us, with 
humble faſhion and behaviour, as we cannot conceive diſpleaſure, nor be miſ-content with you, con-' 
ſidering what you havefaid ro usin times paſt, in other matters, and whar ye confeſs, in your Letters, 
your ſelves to have heard and known, noting alſo the «ffect of the ſame: We cannot but marvel at 
ſundry 'Points and Articles, which we ſhall open unto you, as hereafter followeth. >, 


- Firſf, Ye have heard (as ye ſay ye have) the ſaid Words to have paſſed in the Coiwocationt of 
Canterbury, where were preſent ſo many learned in Divinity and Law, as the Biſhops of Rocheſter, Lon- 
dm, St. Aſaph, Abbots of Hyde, St. Benners, and many other ; and inthe Law, the Archbiſhop of Can-" 


 terbury, amd the Biſhop of Bath 1 and in the Lower Houſe of the Clergy, ſo many notable' and great. 
Clerks, whoſe Perſons and Learning you know well enough. -Why do ye not, in this'caſe, with your 


ſelf," as you willed us,” in our great matter, conform your Conſcience' ro the Conſcience and Opinion 
of a great number ?'

3cAs, and thoſe that follow my Party, ſpartng neither Widow nor Orphans. | 
It ſeems therefore neceffary, above all things, to have ſufficient Aflurance, for the total Reſtitution 
of my EleQorate and Palatinates, before any new Treaty of Marriage be propoſed : Of the which 
Treaties, as they are ordinarily handled and managed by the Houſe of Auſtria, 
and Delays,with the only aim to the Augmentation of their Greatnefs,without reſpect to civil Honeſty, 
Word or Promiſe.; I bave a doleful Experience .in my own Houſe, in the Perſon of one of my Pre- 
deceflors, Frederick, the Second, who contributed more to the firſt Foundation which was laid, for the 
Greatneſs of the Houfe of Auſtria, than any other German Prince; and for Recompence, was al» 
lured and drawn by the ſpace of many Years with Treaties and Promiſes of Marriage, without any 
real Intention (as was feen by the Effet) ever to bring them to Execution. Secing therefore, that 
he who had ſo well deſerved of the Houſe of Auſtria (which, in alf external appearance, held him in 
greater Eſtimation than any other German Prince) was (nevertherleſs) ſo unworthily uſed by them in 
a Treaty of Marriage; I, who have been unduly put into the Ban of the Empire, ,and ſpoiled of all 
my Honors and Goods, by the Eagerneſs, Hatred and Uſurpation of the Emperor himſelf (whoſe 
Davghter is propounded for the Marriage in queſtion) know not what to hope but the ſame Effe& of 
Fraud and Deccit which my forenamed Predeceflor found, with a ſorrowful Repentance of the Evil 
when it was paſt Remedy. And the Emperor wanteth but two or three years of Leiſure, which he 
ſhall cafily gain by a Treaty of Marriage, to eſtabliſh in Germany the Tranſlation of my Electoral 
- Dignity and Patrimonial Eſtate, withour any hope ever hereafter ro recover the like Opportunity as 
at this time, that my Pretenſions are not prejudiced by a long Interpoſition of Time, and that the Me- 
mory of undue proceeding in the publication of the Bao againſt my Perſon, and the ſaid Tranſlati- 
on of my Electoral Dignity, and Seifure of my Parrimonial Inheritance, are yet freſh in the Aﬀeti- 
ons and\Minds of the Princes of Germany, who are by the Conſideration of their own Intereſts moved 
with the grearer Compaſſion, to ſee the Wounds of my Mileries yer freſh and bleeding, and with 
Paffion arid earneſt Delire to ſee them remedied, And in this place, I will ſay ſomething in anſwer 
ro the laſt Foint of your Majeſties Letter, wherein you commanded me to conſider the Means pro- 
bable and feaſible, whereby my Condition may be reduced to the former State, and to weigh your 
Majeſties Forces with thoſs of your Allies, and others whereof your Majeſty may hope and be af- 
ſured. ; 
If your Majeſty hopeth for my Reſtitution in Germany, as an Effe& of the Marriage with Spain, . 
nothing elſe is to be done but to attend the Event with patience : And if you continue to diſtinguiſh 
berween the Spaniards and the Imperialiſts, there is no more to be ſaid on this Subje&t, but as they have 
with joynt Conſent conſpired my Ruine with the fame Forces, the ſame Counſels, and the ſame De- 
ſigns, your yy will find (if you pleaſe ro unmask the fair Seeming, and hidden Malice of the 
Spaxiards, the fame effect, as in the end you found the open and declared Violence and Hoſtility of 
. the Imperialiſts, who beſieged your Majeſties Garrifons in my Towns, taken into your Protection. 
I will uſe the Liberty you have given me to diſcourſe .of your. Majeſties Forces, and thoſe of your 
Allies, and what may further, with good probability, be hoped. from other Friends and Well- 
willers. | ; 
* In the laſt Rank I place what may be hoped from the Princes of Germany, who, to wit, the 
two Electors of Saxony and Brandenburgh, and in efte all the reſt, except thoſe of the Catholick 
League, have ſufficiently declared the diſavowing of the Emperors proceeding againſt me, and their 
Opinions that the Peace of Germany dependeth upon my Reſticurion ; beſides rhe Levies which they 
' made in the beginning of the laſt Summer, though by the unlucky Accident of the Duke Chriſtian of 
Brunſwick they were ſoon after diſmiſſed. And certainly no want of any other thing to be convert- 
ed ro ty Aid, but the Countenance of a great Prince, to ſupport them againſt the Power of the 
/ Houfe of Auſtria, the ſame AﬀeCtions remaining till in them, and the fame Reſolution ro embrace 
the firſt good Occaſion that ſhall be preſented for the Liberty of Germany. Will there want Hands 
for the” accompliſhing of ſuch a Work, when ir ſhall be undertaken openly and earneſtly ? ſeeing 
that the Number of thoſe that have their Intereſt conjoyned with mine, is great and mighty : For the 
greater part of the People, both Horſe and Foot, which marched under the Catholick Banner, were 
| of a contrary Religion to the Catholick, and of AﬀeCtion (as it is notorious to all the World) more 
indined tothe Ruine of chaſe Leagues, than to their preſervation. But the Condudt of ſome pawer- 
ful Prince {s neceflary, as well to the Men of War, as we have ſeen by experience the laſt year.

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Rechel 1 5059, and reſted living, when the King entred, between three and four thouſand, of which 
therc are lince very many dead : They daily dilcover new mileries, which when I was there were not 
ſpoken of ; the Mather and the Child at the Breaſt both dead, the Child having eaten moſt part of 
the Mother's Breaſt 5 a Souldier was found dead with a piece of his Fellows fleſh in his mouth; a 
Burgher having a Servant kill'd, powdered her, which fed him and his Wife a long time, and dainty 
Mear too : Many languiſhing and finding themſelves draw near their ends, cauſed their Coffins to be 
carried into the Churches, laid them down in them, and ſo dyed : theſe were of the better fort. The 
common fort laid themſelves down in Coffins in the Church-yards,and there dyed ; others in the Streets, 
others not able to go out of their Houſes, dyed and remained there, their Friends being \not able to 
remove them.

The King, on All faints'day, which was the day of his entry, with a wax Candlein his Hand, to- | 
pether with the Cardinal and all the Nobility, in like manner,. went all over the Town in proceffion 
with the Bleſſed Sacrament. "The chief "Temple of the Hugonors ſhall be converted into a Church - 
Cathedral, and Rechel to be a Biſhoprick. All the Fortifications and Walls to Landwards to be razed, 
and the Foſes filled, ſo that a Plough may paſs, as marable Land. The Major, with ſome of the 
chiefeſt, 'are banifhed for eyer, others for a certain time limited, though quietly to poſſeſs their Goods, 
movable and immovable, and a general remiffion of all Crimes paſt : And all others that were in the 
'Town' before the defeent of the Engliſh into Rhee, and when the Town was rendred, ſhall likewiſe 
enjoy the ſame priviledge, though no Child or Heir abſent, is, or ſhall be, capable to inherir the Goods 
or.

TheKing hath added to the Revenues of his Crown 20000 F ranks per annum, 
which wasa Rent belonging to the Town-houſle, for the maintainance of the Fortifications and State of 
Rochel, The Town-houle isto berazed, and a Pillar or Pyramid, with an ample Inſcription of the 
particulars of the Siege and Rebellion, there to be ereQted. The Forts of the Iffe of Ree and Ole- 
70n'to be'razed, and (as it is faid) moſt of all the chief Forces of France, except on the F rontiers. Four 
Regimetits are yer in Ryche!, the reft of the Army [at teaft the moſt part) are gone to winter in thoſe 
parts of France towards the Coafts of Iraly, to be ready on all occaſions to ſuccor the Duke of Mantua, s 
it is thovghr. The Fathers of the Society have very fair Buildings given them for their eſtabliſhing 
thefe, and one thouſand Franks to begin to build ; to which 1s added a Revenue which I know not ; 
the place is faid'to be where the Hereticks kept their Schools of Divinity, and Council of War, or 
Rebellion. And where the EngliſÞ had their Church, the Oratorians are likewiſe eſtabliſhed with 
large augmentations: 'the Capuchins are where was the chicfeſt Fort, called Le Baſtion de Levangile : 
the Minors are where the Dyke' was, and divers other elſewhere. There are at leaſt 8900 Houſes 
in Rechel, which are fain: to fall to the King to diſpoſe of for want of Heirs. The Parifians are pre- 
paring 2 moſt ſumptuous and magnificent reception for the King, which is the cauſe he hath not been 
at Pars, {mce his return from Rochel, bur is at St. Germains, and thereabouts, cill all things are ready 
for his entry, which is thought will exceed in bravery and magnitficence all the Preſidents of many 
years, The Feſuits are by the Body of Pars employed to make the Speeches and Inſcriptions for that 
purpoſe, which the Body of the Sorbon take ill: "The Prince of Conde doth daily get ground of Rohan, 
and hath lately raken Priſoners (as it is ſaid) thirty Captains, and eight hundred Souldiers. Thoſe 
of Montauban boaſt (as it is ſaid)” that they have proviſion for three or four years, and will ſtand out 
rill the laſt ; though ſome of the beſt eſteem think it is only to draw the King to the beſt compoſition 
they can.

And firſt conſidering the preſent eſtate of things in France, and weiging againſt it the ſeizure made 
of the Valtoline by the King of / emph the late Invaſion of the Palatinarte, and now this new defeat ar- 
tived in Bohemia, I do pur this for an infallible ground, "That either the King of France will Tefolve 
out of jealouſie of the progrefſions of the Houſe of Auſtria effeQually to. ſucconr the Palatinate, or 
elſe abandoning the Aﬀairs of Germany to their own ſucceſs, and negleAing the increaſe of the Houſe 
or £uſtria on that ſide, he will think more than to recompence himſelf, by taking this opportunity to 
extinguiſh the Body of thoſe of the Religion in France, And as undoubtedly he will refolve on one 
of thoſe rwo points, ſo on both of them, for ſundry Reaſons, he_cannot. 'To move him to the ſuc- 
cour of the Palatinate, the main motive will be, the jealouſte between thoſe two Monarchies, which 
can never die, fo long as they do both ſubſiſt in no greater a diſproportion of Strength and Power; 
as alſo that France ſhall by their uſurpation of the Palatinate be on all fides circled by the Houſe of 

Auſtria, and particularly on that part where France hath before uſurped on the Empire ; in which re- 
gard, his Intereſt of State 1s greater than your Majeſty's in the conſervation of the Palatinate, though 
your perſonal Intereſt he incomparable with his. "Then he cannot but think of the loſs of his Corre- 
ſpondencies; and breach of his Confederacies in Germany, which have been very ancient, and very par 
ticular with the Houſe of the Palatine : And if the reaſon of mutual Gratitude, and vindication of 
Injuries, may move French-men, there are plentiful Arguments on both kinds to move them to defend 
the Houſe of the Pelatine againſt that of Auyfria, Bur now, onthe other fide, to move him againſt 
thoſe of the Religion at home, firſt doth preſent it ſelf, his ſucceſsful beginning againſt them in the 
buſineſs of Bearn; than which, nothing could be more unjuſt, both in Kays Fa. Matter it ſelf, and 
of his own Faith and Promiſe, and of the Deſert of thoſe of the Religion rowards him, in theſe late 
Troubles x (hy could any thing be more ſuddenly, or violently (I do not fay, cruelly) executed, than 
that was. And again, the preſent terms, wherein that King, and thoſe of the Religion do ſtand, 
will puſh him on. Then there will not want, to this purpoſe, the powerful Perſaſions of the Pope 
and his Adherents, both by propounding Overtures to lay aſleep the Jealoulies of the Houſe of Awſrie, 
and offering huge Sums towards the charge of the War ; which it he ſhould attempt, and prevail 
therein, it would prove of far greater prejudice, for many Reaſons that may be given, in the In- 
tereſt of Eſtate, to your Majeſty, though not in the Intereſt of your AﬀeCtion, than the loſs of the Pa- 


latinate. | | 
What may, in France, be reſolved upon theſe motives, is uncertain. , bl 
But } do,conceive hereupon,that it may be uſeful for your Majeſty's Service,effteually to propound 
in France a Confederacy for the Conſervation of the Palatinate ; to which if they do hearken, your 
Majeſty ſhall procced in that Deſign with greater ſtrength and reputation, and occafion the King of 
Spain to proceed with greater remiſneſs,or elſe abſolutely to relinquiſh the Palatinate by a Treaty : Bur 
it in France it be not hearkn'd to,your Majeſty may take. it for an aſſured Argument, that they mean to 
proceed againſt thoſe of the Religion ; in which caſe, your Majeſty may make uſe of the ſame Embaſ- 
ſage, to revive again ſome of their FaCtions in the Court, whereby thoſe of the Religion may, be 
ſtrengthened in their defence ; and it will not be hard to effeR, if it be well proceeded in. And herein 
doth properly offer it ſelf the perſon of the Duke of Bovillon, who for his great Experience and Wir, 
and Intelligence in that Court, is beſt able to guide and further your Majeſty's Intentions ; and for 
his Intereſt in the perſon of the Palarme, and in the Conve: ſation of thoſe of the Religion, doth preciſely 
ſquare with your Majeſty's ends; whoſe Advice you may firſt ſuddenly and ſecretly enquire, bs

felt in his own Deſigns, ſhould ufe the:Favours of Princes ſo (iniſterly, as he doth, of fer purpoſe, to 
itir up breach of Friend{hip and Enmity, between moſt mighty. Kings. Ek : 
Belides, who can, without a dilcontented Mind, endure, that the greateſt Aﬀairs, and of greateſt 
moment (if any in the Chriſtian World can be fo termed) ſhall be ordered, or concluded, at the plea- 
ſure of your Parliament, and from thence all rhings carried on. with a headlong violence , at his wiil 
and pleaſure, and a moſt deadly War to be preferred before a molt happy Peace; whenas, nevertheleſs 
I am not ignorant, that not ſo much the reſtitution of the Palatinate, as the very claim toit, will very 
difficulcly be obtained, or recovered, by force of Arms. Let your Majeſty exactly conſider, as it is 


uſed to do, whether this be not an evident Argument of that I have ſaid, that the Conferenceor Treaty

Hereupors, the Parlia- 
ment of this Kingdom was procured by the Duke, becauſe he thought his Plots would be moſt acceo- 
table to the Puricans, not without great injury to your Council of State, from which he fled, and dif. 
claimed by way of an appeal, and with ſuch ſucceſs, that we may bo bold to fay, that the Parliament is 
now above the King ; nay, which is more, that this daring Duke propounded many things to the Par. 
liament in the King's Natne, your Majeſty being neither acquainted withthem, nor willing ro them : 
Yea, and that he propounded many. things contrary to your Majeſty's Service. Who is there thar doth 
not ſee and commend the Royal Diſpoſition of the Prince, adorned with fo great Endowments of his 
Mind, that he doth not, in them all, ſhew and approve himſelt to be a very good Son of a very good 
King ? And yet,nevertheleſs, that the Duke doth fo much preſume upon his Favor,that he contemneth

Whether he did not call the Prince by ridiculous Names 2 Whether he did not diſhonour and prophane 
the King's Pallace with baſe and contemptible Women ? Whether he did not divers obſcene things, 
and uſed not immodeſt geſticulations and wanton tricks with Players, in the preſence of the Prince ? 
Whether he did not violate his Faith given to the Conde Olivarez? Whether he did not preſently 
communicate his Diſcontents, Offences and Complaints, ro the Embaſladors of other Princes ? Whe- 
ther, in doing of his Buſineſs, he did not uſe frequent rhreatnings unto the Catholick King's Miniſters, 
and to Apoſtolick Nuncio's?

This 
is much to be ſuſpefted, as well by their Calumniations againfl his Majeſty, as for their own 
wants ; many of them being Our-lawed, and not able to ſhew their Heads, | but in Parliament

back'd by Law, will raiſe His Majeſty a ſufficient quantity of Treaſure for his occaſions. For our 
ſelves, ar the time of the propoſition of the forementioned Loans, we did, according to His Maje- 
ſties Pr6clamation and Inſtruftion then ſent us, engage our faithful promiſe to our Country-men, that 
if they willingly yielded to His Majeſties neceffitics ar this time, we would never more be inſtruments 
in the levy of aids of that kind.

Should fail very much of my Duty to his Majeſty, if, before the ſealing of Mr. Thomas Murray's 
Diſpenſation, I ſhould not acquaint his Majeſty explicitely and freely, with the Nature of this 

AQFfar differing from any Diſpenſation in this kind, ever granted by his Majeſty, ſince his hap 
coming to the Crown of England. For (to ſay nothing of the Right of the Eletion of this Provoſt, 
which being originally, notin the King, but in the Fellows, and now by their Neglect devolved unto 
me, ſhall be fully andabſolutely at his Majeſties Command) the Place is a Living, with Cure of Souls, 
and I am to inſtitute and admit him to the Cure of Souls of the Pariſh of Earen, -by the expreſs Letter 
of the Statute: Without Admiſſion, it is impoſſible he ſhould receive any real orTrightful Poſſeſſion of 
the ſame. Now that his Majeſty, or any of his Predecefſors, did ever diſpeace with a Lay-man to 
hold Cure of Souls, I think, will be hard for any Man to ſhew, by any warrantable Preſident, or 
Record whatſoever: And I know his Majeſty to be as muchayerle from giving any ſuch Preſident, as 
' any Prince in Chriſtendom living this day. This is altogether differing from a Deanery, or an Hoſ- 
pital; which being Livings without Cure, have been; and may be, juſtly conferred by his Majeſty 
upon. Lay-men, with Diſpenfations de non Fomovendo. If Sir Henry Savif's Example be objected, 1 an- 
ſwer (belies that the Queen made Claim to the Gift of the Place by Lapſe, occaſioned through the 
Promotion of the Provoſt to the Biſhiprick of Chichefter, whereas his Majeſty hath no ſuch Claim there- 
unto. at, this time.)  'That Savile never durſt take true Poſleſſion of the Place,: but was only ſlipt..in 
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by the Biſhop (who, for fear of the Earl of Efex, made bold with the Conſcience) 4d Caram & 7. 
gimen Collegii, that is, to. the Care and Government of the Colledge : Whereas, by the expreſs 
Words of the Foundation, he is to be admitted 4d Curam animarum Porochianorum Eccleſie Mtoniane 
tothe Cure of the Souls of all the People of the Pariſh of Eaton. Secondly, I hold it no Diſparagement 
to Mr. Mer ray (nor do I find him altogether averſe from the fame) to enter into Orders, in the Reign of 
a King fo favorable to our Coat, as (Gods Name be praiſed for it) reigns now over us. This will give ſa- 
tiefation to all the Church, bring him into this Place according to the Statute, ard the F oundatiog 
of that dead King, prevent ſuch a dangerous Prelident for a Lay-man to poſſeſs Cure of Souls in the 
Eye and Centre of all the Realm, and be an everlaſting Teſtimony of his Majeſty's Piety to the 
Church of England.

Owe more ſervice to that true love, and former acquaintance, which your Lordſhip hath been 
leaſed to afford me, now, theſe full ren years, then to be ſparing, or reſerved, in ſatisfying 
your Lordſhip about any doubt whatſoever, the reſolution whereof ſhall lye in my Power. Con- 
cerning that Offence, taken by my many Pecple, both on this {ide the Borders, and in Scotland, from 
that clemency which His Majeſty waspleaſed ro extend to' the impriſoned Lay-Recuſants of this King- 
dom, and my Letter written unto the Juſtices for the regulating of the fame ; which your Lordſhip 
did intimate unto me, Yeſterday, at Mr. Henry Gibbs his Houſe, out of ſome news received from a 
Peer of Scotland. "This is the plaineſt return I can make unto your Lordſhip. In the general, as 
the Sun in the Firmament appears unto us no bigger than a Platter, and the Stars but as ſo many 
Nails in the Pummel of a Saddle, becauſe of the elongement and diſproportion between our Eyes 
and the Object ; fo is there ſuch an unmeaſurable diſtance betwixt the deep reſolution of a Prince, 
and the ſhallow apprehenſion of common and ordinary People, that as they will be ever judging and 
cenſuring, ſo muſt they be obnoxious to error and miſtaking. + ; 

Particularly, for as much as concerns my felt, I myſt leave my former life, my profeſſion, my con- 
tinual preaching, my writing (which is at the inſtant in the hands of many) my private endeavours 
about ſome great Perſons, and the whole bent of my actions, ( which in the place I live in cannot be 
concealed, to teftifie unto'rhe World, what favour I am likely ro importune for the Papiſts in) their 
Religion, For the King my Maſter, I will tell you a ſtory our of Velleius Paterculus. A Surveyor 
bragging to M. Livins Druſus, that he would ſo contrive his Houſe, Ur tibera 2 conſpeFu immunis, 
ub omnibus arbitri efſet, that it ſhould ſtand removed out of ſight, and be paſt all danger of Peeping, 
or eaves-dropping ; was anſwered again by Druſis, Tu vero, ſi quid in te artis eft, ita compone domum 
mean, ut quicqui dr agam ab omnibus conſpics poſſit ; Nay, my good friend, if you have any devices in 
your head, contrive my Houſe afrer ſuch a manner, that all the World may ſee what I do therein. 
So, if I ſhould endeavour to flouriſh up ſome artifical Vault, to hide and conceal the intentions of his 
Majeſty, I know, 1 ſhould receive the ſame thanks that the Surveyor did from Dryar. I was not 
called ro Council by his Royal Majeſty, when the reſolution of this Clemency to the Lay-Recuſants 
was firſt concluded : But it I had been asked my Opinion, I ſhould have adviſed it without the leaſt 
hzfirarion. His Majeſty was ſo Popiſhly addicted at this time, that (to the incredible exhauſtements 
of his Treafury) he was a moſt zealous interceder for ſome eaſe and refrefhment to all the Proje. 
ſtants in Europe, his own Dominions, and D-nmarks, only excepted. 

: Thoſe of Sweden (having lately provoked the Pole) had no other hope of Peace ; thoſe of France, . 
of the exerciſe of their Religion; thoſe of the Palazinare, and adjoyning Countries, of the leaſt conni- 
 .vency to ſay their Prayers, than by the earneſt Meditation of our gracious Maſter. And adviſed by 
the late Aſſembly of Parliament to inſiſt a while longer in this milky way of Interceſſion, and Treaty. 
Whar a prepoſterous argument would thishave been,: to fefire thoſe mighty Princes (armed,and victo- 
rious) to grant ſome liberty and clemency to the Proteſtants, becauſe himſelf did now Impriſon, and 
execute the rigour of his Laws againſt the Roman Catholicks. I muſt deal plainly wich your Lord- 
ſkip. Ouf viperous Country-men, the Engliſh Jeſyits in France, to fruſtrate theſe pious endeavours of 
His Majeſty's, had, many Months before that favour granted, reported that argumenc upon us, by 
writing a moſt malicious Book (which I have ſeen, and read over) to the French King, inciting him, 
and the'three Eſtates, to pur all thoſe Starutes in execution againſt the Proteſtants in thoſe Parts, 
which are here enacted, and (as they falfely informed) feverally executed upon the Papiſts, I would 
therefore, ſee the moſt ſubtile State-monger in the World chalk out a Way for His Majeſty to me- 
diate for-Grace and Favour for the Proteſtants, by executing, at this time, the ſeverity of the Laws 
| n the Papiſts. And that this Favour ſhould amount to a Toleration, is a moſt dull (and yer a 
moſt devilliſh) miſconſtruQion. | Rb ZE 
A 'Tokration looks forward, to the time tocome : This Favour, backward only, to the Offences 
paſt. If any Papiſt, now ſerar liberty, ſhall oftend the Laws again, the Juſtices may ( nay muſt) 
re-commit him, and leave favour and mercy to the Ring, ro whom only it properly belongeth. Nay,. 
let thoſe two Writs directed to the Judges be as diligently peruſed by thole raſh Cenſurers, as they ' 
were by thoſe grave and learned, to whom His Majelty referred the penning of the fame, and they 
ſhall find, tha theſe Papifts are no otherwiſe our of Priſon, than with their ſhackles about their heels, 
ſufficient ſureties, and (good recognizances to preſent themſelves again at the next Afizes. As there- 
fore that Lacedemonian poſed the Oracle of Apollo, by asking his Opinion of the Bird which he graf- 
ped in his hand, whether he were alive or dead ; ſo it is a matter yet controverted, and undecided, 
whether thoſe Papiſts (cloſed up, and graſped in the hands of the Law) be flill in Priſon, or at liber- 
ty. Their own demeanours, and the ſucceſs of His Majeſty's negotiations, are Oracles that muſt de- 
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ciderhe ſame. If the Lay-papiſts do wax inſplent with this mercy, infulting upon the Proteſtants, 
and tranſlating this favour from the perſon to the caule, I am verily of Opinion His Majeſty will 
remand them to their former ſtate and conditioy, and renew his writ no more. Bur if they ſhall 
uſe theſe graces modeſtly,by admitting Conferrence with learned Preachers,demeaning themſelves neigh- 
bourly and peaceably, praying for His Majeſty, and the proſperous ſucceſs of his pious endeavours, 
and relieving him bountifully (which they are as well able ro do as any of his Subjets) if he ſhall be 
forced and conſtrained to take his {word in hand, then it cannot be denied, but our Maſter is a Prince 
that hath (as one faid) plus humanitatis pene quam hominis, and wall at that time leave to be merciful, 
when he leaves to be himſelf, In the mean while, this argument fercht from the Devil; Topicks, 
which concludes a'Concreto ad alſtrafium, from a favour done to the Engly/h Papilts, that the King fa. 
voureth the Remiſh Religion, is ſuch a compoſition of Folly and Malice, as is little deſerved by that 

cious Prince, who by word, writing, exerciſe of Religion, Acts 'of Parliament, late direQions 
Br Catechizing, and Preaching, and all profeſſions and endeavours in the World, hath demonſtrated 
himſelffo reſolved a Proteſtant. God by his holy Spirir open the Eyes of the People, that, thelz 
Airy repreſentations of ungrounded fancies ſet aſide, they may clearly diſcern, and ſee bow by the 
goodneſs of God, and the Wiſdom of their King, this Iſland, of all the Countries in Europe, is the 
ſole neſt of Peace and true Religion, and the Inhabitants thereof unhappy only in this one thing, that 
they never look up to Heaven, to give God thanks for ſo great a Happineſs. 

Laſtly, For mine own Letter to the Judges (which did only declare, not operate the favour) it 
was either much miſ-penned, or much miſconſtrued. It recited four kinds of recufancies only capable of 
His Majeſty's clemency,not ſo much to include theſe, as to exclude many other crimes bearing amongſt 
the Papiſts, the name of Recuſancies, 2s uſing the funion of a Romiſh Prieſt, ſeducing the King's 
liege People from rhe Religion eſtabliſhed, ſcandalizing and aſperſing our King, Church, State,” or 
preſent Government. All which Offences (being outward practices, and no ſecret motions of the 
conſcience) are adjudged by the Laws of England to be meerly civil, and political, and excluded by 
my Letter from the benefit of thoſe Writs which the bearer was imployed to deliver unto the Judges. 

And thus I have given your Lordſhip a plain account of the carriage of this buſineſs, and that the 
more ſuddenly, that your Lordſhip might perceive it is not Aurea Fabula, or prepared tale, but a bare 
Narration, which I have ſent your Lordſhip. I beſeech your Lordſhip to let His Majeſty know, 
that the Letters to the Juſtices of Peace concerning thoſe four heads recommended by His Majeſty, 
ſhall be ſent away as faſt as they can be exſcribed.

ceived, / An and diſengaged from our Spaniſh Treaty, by reaſon that the King could not find them 
anſwer his Expe&ation in, thoſe things that made him principally deſire their ConjunQion ; the which 
your Lordſhip, ſeeing you have excrciſed your Intereſt and Credit with the King your Maſter, 
and the Prince, to convert thoſe 'Thoughts towards his Majeſty, from whom you were per: 
ſwaded nothing but Truth and Honor would be returned, the which at this time, more than 
ever, would be an infinite Advantage to both theſe Kingdoms, and thar, I believe, if his Ma- 
jeſty would ſhew a Diſpoſition as affeRtionate to receive Propolitions to this purpoſe, as the 
King my Maſter had to' make them a long time would not paſs before the Effes of this 
might appear ; the which would ſhew the Report raiſed here of the Ends of my Coming to. be falfe, 
and meto be free of all other Deſigns than thoſe which I had expreſſed unto him. He told me, thar 
he had not heard that the Spaniſh Match was yet broken, the which juſtly mighr give him cauſe to be 
reſeryed ; yet thus far he would aſſure me, in the general, "That whatſoever ſhould be propounded 
unto him from the King of Great Brizain, he would moſt heartily and aftedtionately reccive it: but this 
was with ſuch a Faſhion of Courteſie, as ſhewed that he deſired Cauſe to have ſaid more; and I am 


fully fatisfied not only from him, but the Queen, and (moſt of all) of Madam her ſelf, who ſhews

Eſternight, being Sunday, I arrived fafe here at Paris. I was informed as foon as I came, that 

the King was reſolved, after fight of rhe Queens Maſque (that was to be performed that ſame 

Night} that he would go a private Journey, for five or fix days, to Shaurelie, a Houſe of Monſieur 
de Memorancies. 

Being deſirous therefore to kiſs his Hands before his going, and to ſee the Court in that Glory and 
Luſtre, as muſt for-certain be found upon fuch an extraordinary Occaſion, I went to the Louvre to the 
Duke of Cheverena's Chamber, where I found him and his Lady apparelling themſelves for the Maſque, 
and in ſuch infinite Riches of Jewels, as I ſhall never be a Beholder of the like worn by Subje&s. ] 
had not been there above an hour, but the Queen and Madam came thither, where they ſtaid a great 
while. And it was obſerved, that Madam hath ſeldom put on a more chearful Countenance than 
that Night. There were ſome that told me, I might gueſs at the Cauſe of ir. My Lord, 1 proteſt 
to God, ſhe isa lovely, ſweet young Creature. Her Growth is not great yet, but her Shape is per- 
fect ; and they all. ſwear, that her Siſter, rhe Princeſs of Piedmone (who is now grown a tall and a 
goodly Lady) was not raller than ſhe is, at her Age. I thought the Queen would have put a Faſhi- 
on of Reſervation upon me, as not pleaſed with the Breach and Diſorder of the Spaniſh Treaty ; but] 
found it far otherwife. She is ſo truly French, as (it is imagined) ſhe rather wiſhes this Alliance, than 
with her own Siſter. The King (that was ſo early ro go out of the Town} took his Reſt, while the La- 
dies were making themſelves ready ; but as ſoon as he waked, he ſent for me, and purpoſed to have 
received me as an Embaſſador : But I intreated the Duke ob Chevereux before, I went, ro let him under- 
ſtand, that I came as an humble and thankful Servant, only to kiſs his Majeſty's Hands, and had no 
other End than to do. him Service. He then received me with much Freedom and Chearfulnefs, with 
' many Queſtions how the King is fatished with his Preſent by Mopfieur de Bonevan,” who, when I 
related the Kings liking, and Value of it, he was infinitely pleaſed. He commanded me to attend 
him to the Maſque, which was danced by {txteen of the greateſt Princes of France, St. Luke only be- 
ing by the Queen received amonglt them, to put a {ingular Honour and Value upon her. The 
King with his Brother had danced a Maſque the laſt Tueſday, with the ſame Number of Perſons of 
the beſt Quality ;- who this Night were to caſt Lots, who ſhould dance with: the ſixteen Ladies, 
they only being allowed to dance with them. And all thoſe were fo infinitely rich in Jewels (Embroi- 
dery of Gold and Silver being here forbidden) as they had almoſt all imbroidered their Clothes as 
thick with Diamonds, as uſually with Perle. | | 

I cannot give your Lardſhip any particular Account of my Service in any thing, yeſternight being 
an unproper time for any ſuch thing : Bur I am adviſed by the Prince Fenvile to ſtay here till the 
Kings Return, and I ſhall underſtand how all things ſtand ; and that no Mans Aﬀe&ion is fo 
ſtraight and true for the Service of the King and Prince as his 15, who of himlclt falls into paſſionate 
Wiſhes for an Alliance, bur tells me, in much Liberty, they have been informed the Cauſe and Plot of 
my Journey was to ſet an Edge upon Spain, rather to cur off their Delays, than to cur the Fhroat of 
the Buſineſs. Bur I gave him great SatisfaCtion in that Point. |

there hath been lately a line Conteſtation, upon this Occaſion. Vzevile being deſirous to ſtrengthen 
himſelf, and to ſtand upon the ſureſt Bottom he could, endeavored to joyn a Confident of his in e- 
qual Commiſſion with the Garde des Seaux, thatwſo he might in time work it out, and prevail himſelf 
of that Office at his Devotion. The Garde des Seaux finding feeble Reliſtance ia himſelf, addreſſed his 
Courſe to Toirax, to ſeek under his covert Shelter from that Diſgrace and Injury. Toirax undertakes 
his Defence; Vievile-expoſtulates the Matter with him, and alledges many Reaſons to juſtifie his 
Intentions ; which the other gainſaying, with ſome little Warmneſs, hath occaſioned by that Heat, 
a Coldneſs of Aﬀection between them ever ſince, and that fo far forth, as ic hath grown to be no- 
rorious. 

To the fame Original I reduce the Cardinal de Richlieu's Introdudtion into the Council of the Ca- 
binet by the Favor of Vieville (being made alſo an Inſtrument thereunto by the Queen) that by 
making his own Party ſtrong in Councils he may the more eaſily cruſh any Adverſary that ſhall 
' graple with him. Yeſterday he was admitted ; fo that now that Council is compoſed of the 
Queen Mother, the Cardinal de /a Rouchfoulcant, Richlieu, the Conſtable Vieville, and the Garde de 
Seaux. | 

Before I had finiſhed this Letter, I had occaſion to viſit the Conſtable, to whom I uſed the ſame 
Language that formerly I had done to /a Vieville, and with the like Approbation. And when I 
touched upon the Point of Diſpenfation, how it might be paſſed over, he afſured me, in general, that 
ſuch was the Diſpoſition of this King and State to give the Prince Content, as he might be (in a 
manner) his own Carver how he pleaſed. TAY

Y your Letter, dated the Ninth of Fanuary, we underſtand, how the ſeditious Rior, moved by 

the Friars and their Adherents at :Dublin, hath by your good Order and Reſolution been happily 
ſuppreſt; and, we doubt nor,. but by this occahon you will coglider how much it corcerneth ihe 
nod Government of that Kingdom , to prevent , in time, the firſt growing of ſuch evils: For 
where ſuch People be permitted to ſwarm, they will ſoon, grow licentious , and endure no Govern- 
ment but their own, which cannot otherwiſe be reſtor' than by a due and feafonable exccution of 
the Law, and of fuch DireQions as from time to time, have been ſent from his Majclty and this 
Board.; Now it redoundeth much to the Honour of his Majeſty, that the World ſhall rake notice of 
the Ability and good Service of his Minilters there, which in Perſon he hath been pleaſed openly in 
Council, and in molt gracious manner, to approve and commend ; whereby you may be ſitficiently 
encouraged to goon with like reſolution and moderation, till the Work be fully done, as well in the 
City, as in other places of your Kingdom, the Carriage whereof we mult leave to your good Dil- 
cretions, whoſe particular Knowledge of the preſent ſtate of Things can guide you better, when and 
where-to carry a ſofter or harder Hands, only this we hold neceſſary to pur' you in mind, thar you 
continue in that good agreement amonglt your ſelves, for this, and other Services, which your L.et- * 
ters do expreſs, and for which we commend you much, that the good Servants of the King and 
State may find encouragement. equally from you all ; and the ill-afteted may. hind no ſupport or 
countenance from any 5.nor any other connivances uſed, but by general Advice, for avoiding of fut- 
ther Evils, ſhall be allow'd ; and ſuch Magiſtrates and Officers, if. any ſhall be diſcover'd, that openly, 
or under-hand, favour ſucit Diſorders, or do nor their Duties in ſuppreſſing them, and committing 
the Offenders, you ſhall do well to take all fir and ſafe Advantages, by the puniſhment, or diſplacing 
of a few, to make the reſt more cautious. This we writg, not as miſ-liking the fair courſe you have 
raken,but to expreſs the concurrency of our Judgments with yours, and to aflure you of our Affiſtance 
3n all ſuch occaſions,wherein,for your further proceedings,we have adviſed, And his Majeſty requireth 
you accordingly totakeorder, firſt, That the Houſe wherein Seminary Friars appear'd in their Habits, 
and wherein the Reverend Archbiſhop and the Mayor of Dublin received the firſt Afﬀront,. be ſpeedily 
demoliſh'd; and be the mark of Terror. to the Refiſters of Authority ; and that the reſt of the Houſes 
erected or employ'd here, or elſewhere, to *the uſe of ſuſpicious Societies, be converted ro Houſes 
of Correftion , and to ſet the People on work, orto other publick Uſes, for the advancement of Ju- 
ſtice, good Arts, or Trades; and further, that you uſe all fir means to diſcover the Founders, Bene- 
factors and Maintainers of ſuch Societies and: Colledges, and certihe their Names ; and that you find 
out the Lands, Leaſes, or Revenues, applied to their Ulcs, and diſpoſe thereof according to the Law; 
and that you certifie alſo the Places and Inſtitutions of all ſuch Mozaſteries, Priaries, Nunteries, and 
other Religious Houſes, and the Names of all ſuch Perſans as have pur themlelves to be Brothers and 
Siſters therein , eſpecially ſuch as are of note , to the end, ſuch evil Plants be not permitted to take 
root any- where in that Kingdom, which we require you rake care of.

Pefore my arrival, T furniſh'd the two Prizes, three Brigandines, and a fourth Poat, with Fire 
locks, and combuſtible Marerials, for the burning of the Pirates Ships within the Mole , and had 
traind my Men in the exccution of their ſeveral Duties, and likewiſe appointed a ſquadron of Boars, 
with ſmali ſhor, to reſcue the Veſfels of Execution, in their advancement and retrear. 
The rſt night cf my arrival, beng the 21{t of May laſt, the Veſſels of Execution were all ad- 
vanc'd ; bur, by reaſon of contrary Winds, they were commanded-to retire. 
The ſecond and third Nights they were alſo in a readineſs, but were. with-held with Calms. 
The fourth Night it pleaſed God to bleſs us with a fair Gale'; and they being advanced again, and 
the two Ships with the Fire-works having almoſt recovered the mouth of the Mole, the Wind (to our 
great grief) turn'd to the oppoſite point of the Compaſs. -j mart” 
The Boars perform'd their DireQtions in towing off the Ships ; bur conſidering, that by the con- 
tinuance of the courſe, they ſhould cxpoſe their principalleſt Men to hazard , by reaſon of the great 
ſtore of Ordnance and ſmall ſhor, which play'd upon them, they debated among themſelves what to 
do ; Captain Hughes (who commanded one of the Brigandines) reply'd, Go on, and give the attempt

on their part, which did much aftoniſh*me ; for they grumblingly did alledge, that the King my 
Maſter did perform nothing that he promiſed ; or how could any thing be expected the Infants being 
| here, whereas nothing was performed, the Prince being in Spain? | beſought them to do better Ok- 
fices, than without reaſon to put Jealoulies betwixr my Maſter and theirs, who! would never have 
ſent his Son to Spain without a real intention. Which only aCt was reaſon ſufficient to remove all

Yet did they ill continue their challenge of divers Brags , 'ſpecially againſt the ſending of Ships to 
Scotlandto.bring away the two Dunkirkers, and nor perfefting ſuch Conditions as were promiled to 
Catholicks.

Grace commands meto deliver up his Majeſty's Ship, and the reſt under my Command, to the hands 
of ſuch French-men as his Chriſtian Majeſty ſhall appoint, according to his Majeſty's pleaſure figni- 
fied by my Lord Conway; and that I and the reſt of rhe Maſters take ſecurity of them for our Ships 
ſeverally, according to the true valuation : And to ſee this put in execution, you ſeat your Secretary 
Mr. Nicholas ; and the other by Mr. Ingham, in anfwer of mine written from Srokes-Bay ; the former 

art whereof being only a Command to put your former in practice, and the latter a denial of my 
humble ſuit for my being called home from this Service. Which faid part confirms abſolutely, thar 
:t was not your Grace's pleaſure that I ſhould yield up the Ships into their hands, and diſpoſleſs my 
ſelf and Company of them ; for I truſt your Grace had no ſuch unjuſt thought as to continue me 
here alone, after the French had poſlefſſion of Her to be their Slave, as I am ſure they would have made 
me, if they had had their wills. | 
To give your Grace an account of what I have done fince I came to Diep (which was. the 21ft, 
at this inſtant, about nine of the Clock at night) would be too tedious for this time. The 22d, in 
the morning early, I ſent my Boat aſhoar with my Lieutenant, to find out your Grace's Secreta 
to receive my Letters, whereby 1 might know your Grace's pleaſure, and to kiſs my Lord Embaſſi- 
dor's Hands from me, and to let him know I was come with his Majeſty's Ship to do him ſervice, but 
could not command thereſt ro come along with me, their Maſters not being there, and all their Com- 
panies in 4 mutiny. Bur hisJealouſie was ſuch, that he would not ſuffer your Grace's Secretary to 
come aboard, or to ſend me your Letters, or tharmy Lieutenant ſhould ſpeak - to him , but in his 
preſence, but preſently ſent a Gentleman aboard to me, commanding me to come aſhoar to him, 
which I confeſs, I was very oath to do, in regard my People were much diſcontented, and ready dai- 
ly to mutiny, being all wondrous unwilling to go againſt Reche/, or thoſe of their Religion. And be- 
Gides, I never having been aſhoar, ſince I came into my Command, neither on our own Coaſt, or 
elſewhere (it being not my ule) yet notwithſtanding theſe particulars, knowing his Greatneſs, and 
your Grace's pleaſure, for the giving him all due reſpect, 1 preſently went ro him, where he taking 
me into a Room apart with your Grace's Secretary, he firſt delivered me my Lord Conway's Letter,or 
rather a Warrant (for ſo he terms it himſelf) for the delivery of the Ship into their hands (as they in- 
terpretedir) and then your Grace's Letter, commanding me to ſce. his Majeſty's pleaſure (fignified by 
my Lord-Conw4)) put in execution, And laſtly, a Letrer from the King of France, thereby willing 
me to receive his Souldiers aboard that he had provided, and his Coutin the D. 4+ Mommorencie, and 
ro gopreſently, and to joyn with- his great Fleet againſt his rebellious Subjes. This is the effe&t 
of that Letter. Having read all theſe Letters, he would preſently have poſſeſſion of the Ship that 
night, for that he could nor ſtay longer. I told him, that I did not underſtand it fo, bur that I was 
to render all ſervice to his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty ; but nothing would ſerve him, fave the preſent 
poſlefſion, which becaule 1 would not yield unto, he grew into a ſtrange fury, telling me, that your 
Grace had ſent your Secretary to ſee her delivered, and ſecurity to betaken for her.

rant from his Majeſty, or your Grace, for ir, it being a Buſineſs of fo high 'a nature, Upon: theſs 
Hopes.they departed, and went aſhoar ; where they had got been long,rill ſome of them returned back 
x” ſtrange Allarum from his Lordſhip, that he would preſently have poſſeſſion of her, or my reto- 
lution co the contrary. And although I alledged,that the Inventory and other Buſhnefs would not be git: 
patched in two days,/t would not ſuffice, except 1 would receive 4.00 Souldicrs aboard in the mean 
time, till things were perfected. | | 

Thus ſeeing I could not delay him till T heard farther from your Grace, I was forced to give him 
this reſolute anſwer, That upon this Warrant I would not deliver over the Ship unto him ; neither if [ 
would, would the Company give way unto the ſame, we nor holding it a ſufficient diſcharge for us: 
But that we were ready to receive a competent number of Souldiers aboard, with a chief Commander, 
and to go upon ſuch ſervice as his Chriſtian Majeſty ſhould gire& us, according to the agreement with 
the King my Maſter ; but nothing would fatishe him, bur to have her delivered over to him ; which 
if I did not preſently, my Head ſhould pay for ir. I defgred nis patience for rwo or three days, till I 
had written and ſentto your Grace, and that he would let me have a Shallop for thar purpoſe ; but he 


| denied both the one and the other z notwithſtanding ſent away a Barque himſelf, with one to your 


Grace, but would nor ſuffer me to ſend thereby, which made me the more jealous of the real intent of 
the Buſineſs. The 23d. he ſent your Lordſhip's Secretary aboard ro work and perſwade me ; but [ 
could not give other anſwer, than I had done formerly, onl y that I would attend uarti] I heard far- 


ther from your Grace ; though, I muſt confeſs, I had much, ado to perſwade my Company, who 


were very unwilling to it. Bur I had hope ſtill to have a more ample Order how to proceed in this 
oreat and weighty Buſineſs. And upon the 2.4th. at rwo of the Clock in the Morning , Mr. Ingham 
(whom I ſent from Szokes-Bay ro your Grace) returned unto me with two Letters, one from your 
Grace, and another from my Lord Conway, the former Commands: in execution : Bur the latter 
part prohibiting me to depart with my Charge, gave me the more Courage to ſtand upon my former 
terms. y 

This day your Grace's Secretary came aboard me again, after F had ſent your Grace's Letter to 
him, being ſent by the Embaſlador to proſecute the Buſineſs, for the delivery gf the Ship unto them. 
Bur after Thad ſhewed him that part of your Grace's Letter, he knew not what to ſay toir. I willed 
him to tell the Embaſſador, that this Letrer was nothing but an Anſwer of mine written from Stoker 
Bay, concerning the not coming of the reſt of the Ships, I further offered his Lordſhip this day, 
for the more expedition of the Buſineſs,to take one hundred and fifry of his Men aboard, and to run 
over for the Coaſt of England, and to ſend preſently to your Grace, that we were ready to ſurrender 
over there, upon an Authentick Warrant from his Majeſty, or your Grace. His anſwer to this was, 
That he would not put his Men in to be priſoners, nor that we ſhould be the major part. 1 then of- 
fered him to take in as many French as I had Engliſh, Man for Man, but without Arms; yet rothing 
would fatisfie him but the poſſeſſion of the Ship, either by delivering of her over into their hands, or 
by receiving four hundred armi'd Men aboard, wherewith they would quickly have taken her from us, 
as you may plainly ſee their intent by rheir proceeding. Which I retuſing to do, this night abour 
ten of the Clock he ſent his Secretary aboard, with three or four others, ro make a Proteſtation againlt 
me, as a Rebel to my Ring and Country, as you may perceive by the Copy of it, which I ſend your 
Grace herewith ; and this, he ſaid was the laſt he would have to do with me, for that on the mox- 
row he would away for Paris. Whereupon, the next morning [I ſent this Gencleman Mr. Ingham unto 
him, to know what farther Service he would command me, and whether he would have me atrend his 
pleaſure longer here, for that I was ready ro go uponany Service they would command, according to 
the former agreement, and to receive as many Men aboard as poſſibly I could ; but he faid, he had no- 
thing to do except would either deliver up the Ship, or rake in the four hundred Souldiers. In the 
interim came his Secretary, with the ſame Company he had before, and made another Proteſtation 
againſt me, in regard I wovld not take in his four hundred Men, and therewithal brought me a 
Letter from your Grace's Secretary (for he is ſo jealous that he will not ſuffer hinz to come aboard but 


- when heliſteth) which Lerter was, "That the Embaſſador would ſtay till Thurſday next, if Iwould give 


it him under my Hand, to deliver up the Ship then, if I had not order to the contrary before, which 
I had as good have done at the preſent; for I-expet no Letters from your Grace, in regard they 
would not ſuffer "i to write to you, as Idelired. And if your Grace ſhould write ro me by his Mef- 
ſenger, they would be ſure not to deliver them, till the day were paſt, except ſuch. as were for their 
turn. 

In all which your Grace may ſee their Intents, that there hath been no {leights or ways left unaflay- 
ed, to bring their purpoſe to paſs; firſt by fair Words, then by ſeeking to ger me become the 
King's Servant, with promiſes of a great Penſion, and brave Employment, with offers of good Sums

All which (I 
thank God) I have withſtood ; for I had rather live all my life with Bread and Water, than betray 
my King and Country of fo precious a Jewel as this; and had rather. the King ſhould take my Life, 
than to have a Hand in the ſurrender, or undervaluing ſuch a Bulwark of the Kingdom. ; 

Upon the making of the laſt Proteſt,and with the threats they gave us,my Company grew into ſuch 
a fa and trumult, that they gor up their Anchors, and ſer fail for England, without acquainting me 
with it, or Order from me, faying, They would rather be hanged at home, than ſurrender the King's 
Ships, or be Slaves to the French, or fight againſt thoſe of the Religion. But I muſt confeſs, I heard 
what they were a doing, bur let them alone, becauſe I ſaw they had reafon ; otherwiſe I ſhould ra- 
ther have died amongſt them, than have ſuffered it, 

And thus I have related the principal paſſages unto your Grace, wherein, if I have offended his Ma-- 
jeſty, or your Grace, it hath been for want of Diſcretion, and not of true Zeal ro do his Maje- 
ſty, your Grace, and my Country ſervice ; which if it be found to be an offence, I humbly crave

Fifthly, 'That we may know where we ſhall receive our Supplies of Powder, and other Munition 
from them ; for that the three laſt, which we have in here, with the appurtenance, is not ſufficient 
ro maintain a fight of three hours. | | 

The former hve Articles I humbly defire your Grace judiciouſly to conſider of ; and what your 
Grace will. have me therein perform may be inſerted in my Inſtructions. 

Now further I humbly deſire your Grace, 

Firſt, That all we Enghſh may be of a Squadron, and not ſeparated upon any occaſion, the accidents 
of the Sea excepted, and that we may be ready at all times to aid and affiſt one another. 

Secondly, That I may have power in my laſtruftions, or otherwiſe, for the command of the 
reſt of the Exgliſp that go along with me ; if not, every Man may rake his courſe, and do what liketh 
him beſt, which may prove prejudicial ro the Service, diſhonourable to the State, and dangerous for 
the ſafery of his Majeſty's Ship. 

_ Laſtly, I humbly defire, that your Grace will be pleaſed to give order, that there may be ſome 

Proviſion of Cloaths laid in for naked Men (whereof there are many in the Ship) as Hoſe, Shooes 

and Shirts (ar leaſt.) As alſo ſome provilion of ſtare for fick Men, of Oat-meal, Rice, Sugar, and 

Fruit, and ſome little ſtock of Money to relieve them, if neceffity require ir. It may afterwards be 
dedu ted our of their Wages, if your Grace will have it fo.

doms ; Af they be ſuffered to increaſe, they will brave the Armies of Kings at Sea in a few Years, 
and attempt even the Coaſts and Shoars with peril. And becauſe they carry the Name only of 
Thieves, they are yet contemned, or neglected ; but they will become a dangerous Enemy{ when 
they ſhall rob with Fleets, and therefore would be in time conſidered. The Spaniards now make great 
offers ro-continue the Contra, though their performance be ſlow, and their own Eſtates chiefly in- 
rereſſed, yer beſides the Danger and Ruin of the Merchant, it is conſiderable, that 'this Army increa- 
ſing is at the Obedience of the Grand Seignior, the Common Enemy, who hath no ſtrength but Gal- 
lies.

I know not, amongit many other Preſumptions gathered againſt 
me, how your Majeſty hath been perſwaded, that I was one of ther who were greatly diſcontent- 
ed, and therefore the more likely to prove diſloyal : Bur the great God fo relieve me, in both Worlds, 
as | was the contrary ; and I took as great Comfort to behold your Majeſty, and always learning 
ſome Good, and bettering my Knowledge, by hearing your Majeſty's Diſcourſe. I do moſt hum- 
bly beſeech your Sovereign Majeſty, not to believe any of thoſe, in my particular, who, under pre- 
tence of Offences to Kings, do eaſily work their particular Revenge. Itruſt, no Man, under the Co- 
lour of making Examples, ſhall perſwade your Majeſty to leave the Word Merciful our of your 
Stile : for it will be no leſs Profit to your Majeſty, and become your Greatneſs no leſs than the Word

Have peruſed your Lordſhip's Letter, and that encloſed I return back again, and doubt nothing of 
I 'my Lord Admiral's remembring of you upon the firſt opportunitzi; Great Works . (as I hope this * 
will be a perfe& reconciling of his Majeſty's AﬀeQtion to you, of your beſt Studies and Endeavoursto 
the Service of his Majeſty) do require ſome time : They are but poor Actions, and of no continu. 
ance, that are ſlubber'd up in an inſtant. I know (my Lord) Men's "Tongues are their own ; nor 
lieth it in your power to preſcribe what ſhall be ſpoken for you, or againſt you. But to avoid that 
Complacentia (as the Divines call it) that itching and inviting of any interpretation, . which-ſhall ſo add 
to your Innocency as it ſhall derogare from the King's Mercy, which. (I ſpeak.as I would do before 
God) had a great Cloud of Jealoulies and Suſpicions to break through, before it came ro fhine upon 
you. This (Itake it) is the effe&t of my Lord's exhortation, and I know it ever hath been your 
Lordſhip's reſolution. How far you could be queſtion'd in the Star-Chamber, is an unreaſonable 
rime to reſolve. The King hath wav'd off all Judgment, and left nothing for your meditation, but 
Loveand Favour, and the increaling of both theſe. Yer I know (upon my late occalions to peruſe Pre. 
fidents in that Court) that ſmall Offences have been in that Court (in former times) deeply cenſured, 
in the ſixteenth: of Edward II. (for the Court is of great antiquity) Henry Lord Beaumont, running 
away of his own accord about the-invading of Scotland, and difſenting from the reſt of the King's 
Council, becauſe of his abſenting himſelf from the Council-Table, was fined and' impriſoned, though 
otherwiſe, a'moſt' worchy and deſerving Noble-man. But God be thanked,: your Lordſhip hath no 
cauſe to trouble yaur Head about theſe Meditations : For (if I have any Judgment) you are in a 
way to. demean your ſelf ſo, as you may expe&t rather more new. additions, than ſuſpe>t the leaſt 
diminution from his gracious Majeſty. For mine own part, affure your ſelf I am your true and fairh- 
fulf Servant, and ſhall never ceaſe fo continue, as long as you make good your Profefhons to this 
Noble Lord. | Of whoſe extrardinary Goodnefs, your Lordſhip, and my elf, are remarkable refledi-

This is the ſam of my Negotiations, ar theſe my laſt Audiences with the French King, the Queen-

meet to enlarge to your Majeſty, in fuch fort as the ſame paſſed, and was utter'd betwixt us. As far 
as I can perceive, the ſaid Queen of Scotland continueth her Voyage ſtill; and I hear that Vilageigmon 
and OX4avian have the principal Order of her ſaid Voyage, and mean to fail along the Coaſt of Flan- 
' gers, and fo to ftrike over tothe North-part of Scotland, as the Wind ſhall ſerve: She did once mean to 
uſe the Weſt-paſlage, bur now ſhe dares not truſt the Duke of Chaſtilberault, nor the Earl of Argyle, and 
therefore dareth not to paſs by the Welt Seas. 

The ſaid Queen, as I hear, defireth to borrow of the French King an hundred thouſand Crowns, the - 
fame to be receiv'd again of her Dowry, which is twenty eight thouſand Crowns by the year: The 
Queen-Mother is willing to help her ;« the King of Navarre doth not further the matter, bur ſeekethto 
abridge the ſum. After I had done my Negotiations at the Court, I was conſtrain'd to diſlodge from 
Poiſſey, for the Aſſembly of the Clergy, who met there to the end of this Month, and the Embaſſhdors 
are now appointed to lodge at Parzs, | , 

The Queen of Scotland departed from St. Germains yeſterday, the 2.5 of Fuly, towards her Voyage, 
as ſhe bruiterh it ; ſhe ſendeth moſt of her Train ſtretght to New haven to embarque, and ſhe her ſelf 
goeth ſuch a way befween both, as ſhe will be at her choice, to go to New-haven, or to Calice : Upon 
the ſudden, whaz ſhe willdo, or where ſhe will embarque, ſhe will be acknown to never a Scorch-man, 
and bur to few French : And for all theſe ſhews and boaſts, ſome thinks ſhe will not go at all ; and yer 
all her Stuff is ſent down to the Sea, and none other bruit in her Houle but of her haſty going. IF ir 
would pleaſe your Majeſty, to cauſe ſome to be ſent privily to all the Ports on this ſide, the certainty 
ſhall be better known to your Majeſty that way, by the laying of her Veſſels, than I can advertiſe 
it hence. She hath ſaid, that at her coming into Scorland, ſhe will forthwith rid the Realm of all the 
Engliſh-men there ; namely, of your Majelty's Agent there ; and forbid mutual Traffick with your 
Majeſty's Subje&ts. If ſhe make the haſte to embarque that ſhe {eemeth to do, ſhe will bealmoſt ready 
ro embarque by that time this ſhall come to your Majeſty's hands. 'T'wo or three days ago the French 
King was troubled with a pain in his Head, and the fame beginneth to break from him by bleeding at 
the Noſe, and running at his Ear: It is taken to be the ſame Diſeaſe in his Head, whereof his Brother 
died ; but by voiding it (which the other could not do, that Organ being ſtopp'd) this King is well 
amended. | 

At the diſpatch hereof, the King of Navarre was diſquieted by a Flux and a Vomit , and the 
Queen-Mother with a Feaver, 1 hear, that in Gaſcoigny the People ſtir apace for Religion, (as they 
do in many other places) and being there 'afſembled, ro the number of four Thouſand, have en- 
tred a Town, thrown down the Images, and pur out the Prieſts, and will ſuffer no Maſs to 
be faid there. | |

During his Stay in this Town, he brought unto me a 
certain French Gentleman, calling him the Viſcount of L'Orme, and Sir De !a Pommeraze ; who hath 

"(by his own Relation) been a great 0h 0 and been authorized by eighteen of the chief Pyrates 
in the Leven, to ſearch for their Pardon, and retreat into ſome Chriſtian Country, being ſorry for the 
Ill they have done, and deſirous to ſpend the reſt of their Days in peace. Wirth this Commithon he 
came into France, and there travelled fo far with the King and his Miniſters, as he obtained-a general 
Abolition for the ſaid Pyrates, a ſafe Conduft to bring them into his Dominions, and a Procuration 
(which I have ſeen under the Grear Seal of France) to treat and conclude with them, upon certain Con- 
ditions. But he being nvied by ſome Grandees of that Kingdom, and by Misfortune happening 
ro kill a Man, he was forced, as he pretendeth, for the Safety of his Life, to fly into theſe Countrics, 
before he could bring that Work to perfe&ion. | | 

And being now diſinabled to return thither again, he deſireth to make tryal, whether his Majeſty 
will youchſat: to lend his Ear to that Treaty, and grant unto the ſaid Pyrates a general Pardon.

Prince Philibere is at Meſſina with the Gallies, and- hath 
with him 100or 12.000 Men. The Ships and Galleons remain at Naples, and the Halloens, Lombards and 
Neopolitans, which ſhould have come to Vado, are lance their diſembarquing again, quarter'd round 
the City of Naples. Ik is impoſſible to: gueſs what they mean to do ; bur the molt probable conjecture 
is, thar under the colour of ſuſpe&ing the Duke of ofſwna, the Spaniards will keep their potenr Army 
on foot, and by that means keep all Iza/y in awe, and as it were ſub Ferula,. and'delude the reiterated 
Promiſes and Oaths that have paſſed by them, to aſſure the Duke of Savoy and the Venetians, that they 
wauld diſmiſs thoſe Forces. The ſeaſon is now paſt for any enterprize by Seca, fo thar Prince Phils- 
bert muſt be forced to return without doing any thing. And many are of Opinton, that the Duke 
of,Ofſung had ſecret Order to counterfeit Madneſs, and to croſs the King's Commandment expreſly 
to deprive Prince Philibere of the Honour which would have redounded unto him, if he had been p91: 
ſefled of. the abſolure Command of fo potent an Army. The Duke of Savvy on the other fide; wouid 
fain- make you believe, that undoubtedly Ofſuna hath entertained rebellious Thoughts, and that if 
Don Oftavio I Arragona do not bring a good Anſwer out of Spain, he will break out into open Con- 
tumacy. His Demands of the King of Spain are theſe : |

Your Honour will have underſtood, by my former Diſpatches, that the Duke of Offima is re- 
confirmed in his Government of Naples : He hath not (as far as I can learn) anycertain time prefixed, 
butis to remain there durante Regis beneplacito : And'when his Patent was preſented unto him , he had ' 
likewiſe order (which was delivered by word of mouth)that the King his Maſter did require him im- 
mediately to diſmiſs all his Army, and to {end the Walloons and Neopolitans into Germany, to the Suc- 
cours of the Emperour.

Now 
the Friendſhip of your Highneſs is ſought by the mighty King of Denmark, a Monarch of thoſe Na- 
riots that in tine paſt have left the Remembrance of their Proweſs in Italy, France, Spain, and in whole 
Exrope behind: them. This great King of the North, who like a ſecond: Atlas holds up the Artick-pole, 
rich in Treaſure; numerous in Men,dreadful for his invincible Generoſiry and Courage, doth here offer 
himfelF unto your Highneſs. And acquainting you of his Actions, doth confidently promiſe you to 
Aaand firm and ſtout in the Defence of the common Cauſe, if fo be rhat he receive that Afiſtance as 
he hath reaſon to expect from thoſe that are intereſted in the ſame Cauſe. His Majeſty of Denmark, 
:ath had from the King my Maſter as much as can be given ; and it is no finall Matter, that his

had of their Proceedings here z and my. chief Comfort was, that whatſoever the Succeſs were, that the 
Clearneſs of kis Viajctty's Intentions would appear to the whole World, and that the failing is not of 
his ſide, which;T thmk, is manifeſt enough : for notwithſtanding that his Majeſty hath followed 
them in-alltheir Deſires, and rhe Prince Elector hath conformed himſelf to what was deraanded; that 
the Cunt Mansfelr, and Duke of Brunſwick, the pretended Obſtacles of the Treaty, are now, with all 
their Forces, removed ; no Face of an Enemy in the Palatinate, but his Majeſty's Power in the Garri- 
ſons; all other Places repoflefſed which Mansfe/t had taken; no cauſe of continuing any War now, nor 
any cauſe of Jealouſic or Fear for the future, conſidering his Majeſty's fair and honorable Offers : yet 
are they ſo far from a Ceflation, that they are fallen upon Heidlebergh, and either want the Will or 
Power to remove the Siege. And all I can get, is, two Letters of Intreaty from her Highneſs.to the 
Chiefs of the Emperor, to proceed no further : and' after ſome eighteen days ſince I made my Propoſiti- 
on for the Ceſſation, Thave yet no Anſwer ; fo that being able to raiſe no more Doubts, they make uſe 
of Delays.

2. + The other, That the Cauſes of Conſcience wherein they exceed their Bounds, and prow to be 
matter of FaCtion, loſe their Nature z and that Sovereign Princes ought diſtin&ly ro puniſh the pra- 


ice in contempt, though coloured with the Pretenee of -Conſcience and Religion. | 


. According to theſe Principles, her Majeſty at her coming to the Crown , utterly diſliking the ty- 


rany of Rome, which had uſed by terror and rigor to ſettle Commandments of Men's Faiths and Con- - 


ſciences, though as a Prince of great Wiſdom and Magnanimity ſhe ſuffered but the exerciſe of one 


Religion, yet her proceedings towards the Papilts was with great Lenity, expecting the good effeds 
which time might work in them: And therefore her Majeſty revived not the Laws made in the 2.8 and 
'25 yearof her Father's Reign, whereby the Oath of. Supremacy might have been offered at the 


King's pleaſare to any Subje&t,though he kept his Conſcience never ſo modeſtly: jo himſelf ; and there- 
fufal to take the fame Oath without further circumſtance was made *Treafon. - But contrariwiſe, her 
Majeſty not liking to make Windows into Men's: Hearts and ſecret Thoughts, except the abundance 
of them: did overflow into oyert and expreſs Acts or Affirmations, tempered her Laws fo, as it reſtrain 
eth every manifeſt diſobedience, in impugning and impeaching adviſedly and maliciouſly her Majeſty's 
Supream Power, maintaining ard extolling a foreign Juriſdiction. And as for the Oath, it was alte 


"red by her Majeſty intoa more grateful foxm, the hardneſs of the Name and Appellation of Supream 
' Head was removed, and the Penalty of the Refuſal thereof, turn'd only into difablement to take any 
' promotion, or to exerciſe any Charge, and yet with liberty of being re-inveſted therein, if any Man 
ſhould accept thereof during his Lite. Bur after, when Pins Luintus'had excommunicated her Ms 
jeſty, and the Bulls of Excommunication were, publiſhed in Lodo, whereby. her Majeſty was in-a 
fort proſcribed ;\ and that thereupon, as upon a principal Motiye or Preparative, followed the Re- 


bellion in the North z yet becauſe the ill Humors of the Realm were by that Rebellion partly: purged 


and that ſhe feared at that time. no foreign invaſion, and much' leſs the attempr- of any within the 


Realm not back'd by ſome potent Succor from without, ſhe. contented her ſelf to: make a Law againſt 


that ſpecial caſe of bringing and publiſhing of any Bulls or the like Inſtruments ; whereunto wasadded 


a prohibition upon pain not of Treaſon, -but of an inferior degree of puniſhment, againſt the bring-

a Party within the Realm that. might adhereto the Foreigner ; and that the Seminaries began to blo{: 
fom and to ſend forth daily Prieſts and profeſled Men, who ſhould by Vow taken at Shrift, reconcile 
her Subjects from their Obedience, yea and bind many of them to attempt againſt her Majeſty's ſacred 
Perſon ; and that by the Poyſon-which they ſpread the Humors of moſt Papiſts werealtered, and that 
they were no more Papiſts in Cotiſcience and of foftneſs; bur Papifts in FaQtion, then were there new 
Laws made for the puniſhment of ſuchas ſhould ſubmit themſelves to ſuch Reconcilements or Renuncia- 
rions of Obedience. And becatiſe it was Trreafon carried in the Clouds, and in wonderful ſecrecy, 
and tame ſeldom to light; arid that there was' no pre-ſliſpiciori thereof ſo'great as the Recuſanrs ro come

ment; was abſolately heretical and damnable: Therefore there were added Laws containing puniſh- 
ment pecuniary againſt ſuch Recuſants, not ro enforce Conſcience, but-to enfeeble ap atporcpichs 
means of thoſe of whom it reſterh indifferent and ambiguous, whether they were recondited or no. And 
when notwithſtanding all this proviſion, rhis Poyfon was diſperſed fo ſecretly ,. as that there. was no- 
means to ſtay ir, but by reſtraining the Merchants that brought it in ; then laſtly there was added ano< 
ther Faw, whereby ſuch ſedirious Prieſts of new etettion were txilet, and thoſe that were at that time 
within the Lanil ſhipp'd over, and ſo: commandetl ro keep hence upon pain of Treaſon. 2 
This bath been the proceeding, though interminþled rior ohly with ſundry Examples of her Maje- 
fly's Grace towards ſuch as in her Wiſdom ſhe knew to be Papiſts in Conſcience, and nor in Faction 
and Singularity., bur alſo with an ordinary raitigation towards the Offenders in the bigheſt de- 
gree committed by Law,' if they would but proteſt that in caſe this Realni ſhould be invaded with 4 
foreign Army by the Pope's Authority for the Catholick Cauſe, as they tern it , they would rake 
Party with her Majeſty,and-not adhere to her Enemies. For the other part which have been offenſive 
to this State, though in other degree, which named themſelves Reformers , and we commonly call 
Puritans, this hath been the proceeding towards them a great while: When they inveigh'd againſt. 
ſuch Abuſes in the Church, as Pluralities, Nomn-teſidente, and the. like; their Zeal was not condem- 
ned, only their violence was ſometimes cenſured: When they refuſed the uſe of ſome Ceremonies 
and Rites as ſuperſtitious, they were tolerated with much connivance and gentleneſs; yea, when they 
called in queſtion the Superiority of Biſhops, and pretended to bring a Democracy into the Church, 
yet their Propoſitions were heard, conſidered, and by contrary Writings debated and diſcuſſed. Yer 
all this while it was perceivet| that their courſe was dangerous and very popular :. As becauſe Papiſtry 
was odious, therfeore it was ever in their mouths, that they ſought ro purge the Church front thy 
Relicks of Popery, a thing acceptable to the People , who love ever to run from one Extream 19 
another. Becauſe multitudes of Roguesand Poyerty, were an eye-fore and diſlike to every Man 
therefore they pur it into the People's head, 'That if Diſcipline wer plaintive , there ſhould ten 
Beggars nor Vagabonds ; a thing very plauſible. And inlike manner they promiſe the People mmny 
other impoflible Wonders of their Diſcipline ; beſides, they opened the People a way to Government 
by their Conliſtory and Presbytery, a thing though in conſequence no leſs prejudicial to the Liberties 
of private Men, than to the Sovereignty of Princes, yet in the firſt ſhew very popular. Nevertheleſs 
this (except it wert if ſotne few that entred into extream contempr) was born with , becauſe they 
pretended but in dutiful manner to make Propoſitions, and to leave it to the Providence of God, .and 
the Authority of the Magiſtrate ; but now of late years, when there iſſued from them a Colony of 
thoſe that affirmed the Conſent of the Magiſtrate was not to be aittended z when under pretence of a 
nfeffion to avoid Slanders and Imputations, they: combined themſelyes by Claſſes and Subſcriptions ; 


| when they deſcended into that vile and baſe theans of defacing the Government of the Church by ridi- 


culous Paſquils ; when they began to make any Subjects in doubt to take an Oath, - which is one of 
the fundamental points of Juſtice in this Land and in all places; when they began. both to yaunt. of 
their ſtrength and number of their Pattizans and Followers, and to uſe the Communications that 
their Cauſe would prevail, though with uproreand violence ; then it appeared to be no tnore Zeal, 
no more Conſcience, but meer FaCtion and Diviſion : And therefore though the State were compelled 
to hold fomewhar a harder hand to reſtrain them than before, yet it was with as great moderation as 
the peaceof the Church and Stare could it. And therefore, to conclude, conſider uprightly of 
theſe matters, and you ſhall ſee her Majeſty is no Temporizer in Religion. It is not the ſuccefs a- 
broad, nor the change of Servants here at home, can alter her ; only as the things themſelveg alter 
ſo ſhe applied her religious Wiſdom to correſpond unto them,, ſtill retaining the two Rules befor?

| 1iNTRODUCTION: 


N the Tear 1585. the Eftates of the Netherlands being in great Di- 
. flreſs by reaſon of a long continued War with the Sparuard, Conſul- 
ted amongſt themſelves whether they ſhould fly to the French King, 
or the Queen of England, for Succour azd ProteEtion ; for they were 
both at Enmity with the Spanuard, but Jealous one of the other : Neither © 
could the-French endure to think that the Engliſh, or the Engliſh that 
the French, (their Antient Enemies,) ſhould be flrengthened and made 
more Powerfull by the Addition of the Netherlands. Pruney, the French 
Ambaſſadour to the Eſtates, to divert them from applying to the Engliſh, 
alledged,Thar the Engliſh were ſo Remote and Separated by the Occ- 
an betwixt them, that they could-not affiſt them upon eyery Occa- 
fion : That their way of Government was Harſh, and not to be en- 
dured : That they. were now in danger of loſing Ireland: That the 
Succeffion was doubtfull, 4c. But as for the French, their Neigh- 
bourhood was Convenient, their Government Mild and Gentle, and 
the Succeſſion certain in the King of Navarre, 
Upon which the Eſtates by an Honourable Embaſſy craved Ajd and 
Projefiion of the French” King, by whom they were received with) a kind 
' of timorous Silence, and as well out of Jealouſfie to the Engliſh, as Ha- 
tred againſt the Spaniard, a long time put off with Delays ; fo as at 
length they returned home without Speeding : And the Eftates having 
ſome Hopes, upon the account of the former kindneſs of the Queen of Eng- 
land towards them, reſolved to flie unto her for Proteflion. KO

SIR, | 
Ou underſtand ſufficiently I am ſure, by the Prince's Letters to her Majeſty ſent with Mr. 
Norris's Diſpatch, what ſucceſs .the fooliſh Enterprize of the Marſhal Biro: hath taken, 
ſince the Battle of Jgincourt, there was never fo great ſlaughter made of the F. ench No- 
_ biliry in any conflict, as was this laſt day, and yet the Fight did not continue above half 
an hour, after our Men had once put themſelves in Arms. The Cabinet Counſellours have now 
found that to be true whereof I had often forewarned them, that if they did attempt-a Maſlacre, they 
ſhould play the part of a poor Admiral of France, which is accordingly happened, and that in a ſet 
Combat, themſelves being prepared, and our Men only forewarned ſecretly to be in a readineſs. Tr is 
true, that God having given me the Grace to be forewarned of this Enterprize, I diſappointed them 
of their Purpoſe to take the Gate that is between the Caſtle and St. Michae!, through the which they 
meant to have.entred, and all the Streets had been chained, with command That they ſhould be fo 
continued ; but the Burghers ſeeing the Duke coming, did, through Gmplicity, let them down in 
four Streets, where through he had directed his Men to paſs, and on two Rampiers. This forewar- 
ning was alſo the cauſe to ſtay the Prince in his Lodging, who did otherwiſe purpoſe to have gone- 
abroad ; nevertheleſs we muſt give the whole Praiſe ro God, for all this would have ſerved to ſmall 
purpoſe, the French having altered their former Deliberation, and laid their Plot in another fort, that 
was no lefs dangerous, unleſs it had pleaſed. God to have given our Men Lions Hearts, and ta, have 
{mitten the Maſfacrers with ſuch a Terrour, that 30 Halbardiers in one Street were ſeen to drive ſe - 
ven Enligns before them ; they -never had the Courage to fight, after they had once ſeen our Men 
in Arms, God be thanked for all. They have. poſſefled rhemſelves of certain ſmall Towns, wherein 
they had Garriſons ; but they have failed of divers others ; and fince that Bruges and Antwerp were 
fafe, that is the principal. [They do wander abroad, led on wiſely by Byrov, who knoweth not the 
Countrey, and ſhutteth himſelf up berween Rivers, where they do miſerably ſtarve for want of Food, 
and would be already conſumed, if there had not been ſome Victuals ſent unto them. I wiſh 1 might 
have two hours talk with yorf; for I would acquaint you with many things which I dare not.commit - 
to writing, and\ would be roo long to be written in Cypher. The Duke is reduced into ſuch Ex- 
tremity, for that he hath ſuffered himſelf ro be led by the Counſel of Byr9n, Gumſay, the Count 
St. Aignan, who was {lain in the Enterprize, and Rochepor, that if we would ſhut up. the Paſſage 


' againſt him, he ſhould be driven to yield himſelf either to the Prince of Parma, or to the Prince of 


Orange. Bur methinks that upon his requeſt for a Parley, there are certain Deputies ſent unto him; 
the Articles I do not know, neither do I greatly care to be-made 'acquainted with them. But. one 
thing I have thought meet to be imparted unto you: After the end of the Fight there were divers Letters 
found abour a Secretary ; one of them had ſomewhat written in Cyphers, whereof the Alphabet was allo 
found afterwards, though it had been a matter ealie enough to have decyphered the iame withour it ; 
for the names only were written in Cypher, This Letter was written by Anrragaes unto the Count Sr. 
Aignan; it is L»ng and well pennzd, containing miſchievous Matter, fo ſerteth down a cunning Plott-r, 
to draw the Duke into ſome Intelligence of Practice with the Duke of .Guife, and by his means to pro- 
cure the Match with the eldeſt Daughter of Spain; whereupon the King of Spain ſhall furnith 'Trea- 
ſure, Shipping, and Soldiers, either Spaniards or French Men, under the Conduct of a Prince fer the 
Grit Inva!.on,and of the Count St: 45gnon for the ſecond, to invadethe Realm of Englend : That this En» 
terprize ſhall be furthered by the Duke of Lenex,and aſliſted by the young King of Scers: That the King

of Spain ſhall deliver four Towns for aſſurance hereof. ' And that theſe things being brought to paſs;

This Letter containeth wonderfull Matters; I will doe what I can to get a Cry of it, and fend it 
you. I. would not have thought that Antragues had been a Man of ſuch Su ciency ; there is but 
too much in the Man. There is one' ſpecial matter contained in his Letter, which I will not keep 
from you; he writeth, the King told him that he would never truſt his Brother, for that he was a 
Traitor ; you may think thereof, if it pleaſe yoy'ro take Order in the matter accordingly. 'The Duke 
might without this Treachery have brought the Spaniard upon his Knees ; but God mult be thanked 
for all, whom it hath pleaſed to yerifie the ſaying of the Prophet, The wicked have been caught #n the 
Snare which they had provided for others; for though upon the Advertiſement that I received of this in- 
tended Miſchief, which was 16 Hours before it was executed, I neither ſpared labour 'of Body, nor 
of Mind, nor yet my continual Prayers, and obtained befides eſpecial Directions and Commandments 
to prevent this Danger, yet I could not prevail ſo much as to Fett their entring into the Town ; 
whereby I do know that God hath-prepared a Day for them. I pray you truſt not too much to the 
| King of Sccz:, for he is altogether won by the Papiſts, and was never other. I beſeech God to 
| preſerve the Realm of England, the Low Countries, and the Churches of France, the Swiſſes, and 
the Biſhop of Collen. Bur I have this year obſerved ſo many miraculous Deliverances, as I am now 
more perſuaded than ever I was, that God will preſerve us. |

The 
whole five Enſigns I have, with the Count Hoberilo his advice, retained for the ſecurity of the Place, 
and ſent for another Company to Berges for the Ranmekins. Of theſe there are above 100 left fick 
at Middleburgh, and the reft here not exceeding 600 at the moſt, of which are likewiſe many Sick, 
where the former Garriſon withdrawn from hence, conſiſting only of three En{Ggns, were full 750 
ſtrong, excellently well arm'd and furniſhed, and yet eſteem'd with the feweſt for this place, not- 
withſtanding the advanrage they had of ours, in being of the fame Country, Manners, and Language, 
and by long cuſtom faſhioned to the Humour. of theſe People.

*-”, and manner-of my Proceeding here, I will refer you to the fame, without farther Rehearſal 


thereof here. If her Highneſs ſhall either refuſe to grant, or do not ſpeedily grant that Summ which 
is required at this preſent, we ſhall ſee a ſudden, woetull, and a dangerous Change in theſe Parts ; 
for by reaſon of the Bruits which have here, been ſpsead, that her Majeſty will abandon the Cauſe ; 
and of the great Doubt and Niſtruſt in the States, That her Majeſty will give them no farther ſufh- 
cient Aid ; and without her ſufficient Aid they ſee well enough, : that this preſent War cannot be! main- 
tained : Divers in theſe Countries, as it is certainly underſtood, have already entered into [ntelli- 
gence with the Enemy, taking their Caſe altogether deſperate, ' without her Majeſty's Aſſiſtance.

The Lord Buckchurſt to the Queen. 


May it pleaſe your Majeſty, ; F< . 
Received your Letters, dated at Croiden the third of May, upon the 2.24. following, ( which could ” 

I no ſooner come into my hands, by reafon of want of Wind for Paflage, as the Meſſenger affirms,) 
at which time divers of the States General, being then diſperſed to vilit their Friends within fund 
Towns adjoining ; five days more were ſpent before they could be reafſembled. The effeft of your 
Majeſty's faid Letters do contain three Parts : The Firlt reciting your Majeſty's mifcconceiving, or 
rather miſinformation of my Proceeding with the States upon my firſt Arrival here; the Declaration 
and Juſtification whereof in particular, being a long and tedious Work to perform, and my poor 
Mind and Body in this your other Services of great Importance, having never Quiet nor Repoſe, but 
1o. continually wearied and oppreſfled with inceſſant Cares and 'Travels, for the Order. and Diredti- 
ofi of the. ſame, as it is not poſhble for me by any longer time to endure it: I am thereby enforced 
as yet to forbear, to anſwer untill better Leiſure ſhall give me leave to do it ; humbly beſeeching your 
Majeſty in the mean while, to ſuſpend your Sacred Judgment, and in the Honour and Juſtice of your 
Royal Mind, (yea whatſoever ſhall be urged and inforced againſt me,) yet not to condemn your 
faithfull Servant here toiling in your Service, before himſelf and his Cauſe may be heard and- tried. 
The Second part exprefſeth your Pleaſure, in matters concerning my Lord of Leicefter in two Paints ; 
the one about the Defence made by-the States of that Letter, which they wrote to his Lordſhip the 
4th. of February laſt, and which they alledge to that, proceeded upon a Piquant Letter, written by him 
unto them : Whereas your Majeſty having ſeen the true Copy the ,* do blame them. of manifeſt 
untruths, in naming it a __—_ Letter ; having no ſower nor ſharp Word therein, nor any Clauſe 
of Reprehenſion, but full of Gravity and gentle Admonition, ſo as it deſerved a kind and thankfull 
Anſwer,. and that ſo I ſhould maintain it againſt them ; which, to obey your Majeſty's Commandment, 
F have done accordingly.

I have had ſome Conference with ſome of the States, touching the ſupply of her Majeſty's Horſe 
with the Companies of ſome Dutch Captains here, as namely, the three Bakees, and Grunevels's Bro- 
ther, who are greatly devoted to her. Majeſty, and are valiant Gentlemen, and their Companies as 
good Soldiers as any of ours. It is thought that 3000 /. will raiſe her Majeſty 500 Horſe, which 
are ſuppoſed do want of her Majeſty's number, and for the ſupply of which the States do call and 
exclaim daily ; whereas her Majeſty is at the Charge of 10000 /. for 500. If we might have any

Re Truſty and Right well beloved, We _=_ you well. Upon peruſal of your late Letters, 
A. by the which you make Report unto Us of your Proceeding with the States General of the 
United Provinces, We find it very ſtrange to ſee you accept, without any Reply, ſo weak and flen- 
der an Anſwer, ( as you term the ſame a fatisfaCtion, ) yielded by them to ſuch things as you were by 
- Us directed to charge them, withall, having for that purpoſe received both, from Us, delivered unto 
you by our Secretary, and from Our Colin the Earl of Leiceſter, divers Particularities of a very con- 
temptuous, manner of Proceeding held by them, as well to the blemiſh of Our Reputation, as towards 
Our faid Colin, ſupplying the Place of Our General there ; as in keeping of Our People out of their 
Gariſon Towns, prohibiting them from all Relief of Victuals, and thereby famiſhing many of them ; 
in the placing and diſplacing of Governours of Countries, and of Garifons ; in publiſhing of a Placard 
under their own Authority for the Ordering and Diſpoling of the Companies, contrary to the Order 
left by the faid Earl ; in conſtraining of divers Captains and Governours to take a'new Oath contrary 
to their former Oath ; in appointing of new Governours, in revoking of Paſs-ports granted by Our faid 
Colin, as namely, the Placard: before granted for the reſtraining of the Trade to Calls; in admitting 
of new CounſeNlours of Eſtate, and excluding of others before named by Our faid Colin, and re- 
ſtraining of the Authority-of the Council of State in divers things, notwithſtanding har they were 
eſtabliſhed in the ſame by Our ſaid Colin, at the time of his Departure thence, with Allowance of 
the faid States in the time of his Abſence, as by an ACt made by the States afore Our Colin's coming 
from thence may appear ; and laſtly, the calling in of the Placard publiſhed by the Counſel of the 
States againſt. 7ork and Szanley, beſides many other like Diſorders wherewith our Servant Y/lkes hath 
before charged them, and whereof you ought ro have taken knowledge, and as yet, as far as we 
can learn, there hath been no Anſwer or SatisfaCtion mgde from them, either to you, or to Wilkes ; 
and therefore We ſee great cauſe to miſlike of your looſe manner of Proceeding therein, where ybu 
ought to have urged them either to have yeilded better SatisfaCtion to theſe particular Grievances, or 
elſe to have acknowledged their Faults, afid ſought Our Favour by ſome Offer of Amends hereafter ; 
for We cannot but think Our Honour greatly touched,to have a Miniſter of Ours, of your Quality and. 
| Judgment, being fo well informed of theſe particular Contempts before you went hence, and having 
alſo, for better Confirmation thereof, manifeſt Proofs by 7/ks, tp put up Matters of f6 great Con- 
tempt, as the faid States ſtand charged withall, after ſo weak and ſlender a manner, moved thereun- 
to, as We perceive by your Letters, for that you conceived, as it ſeemeth, that a more ſharp man- 
ner of Proceeding, would have exaſperated Matters to the Prejudice of the Service ; and therefore did 
think it more fit to waſh the Wounds rather with Water than Vinegar ; wherein We could rather 
have wiſhed on the other ſide, that you had better conſ{:dered, that feltering Wounds had more need 
of Corrofives than Lenitives ; for your own Judgment cught to have taught you, 'That ſuch a {ghr 
and mild kind of Dealing with a People fo ungrate and void of Conſideration, as the faid States have:

Our Proceed- 
ing by this Occaſion is alſo therein ſomewhat hindered ; here have been _ Bruits therof brought 
hither by Engliſh Men,but I have as much as may be ſuppreſſed the ſame, colouring it, that it is none 
other but the Proceeding of 37H the 6 182190 Kinge 15 t of 20Fp14717 4 Sd Denmarke,whereof,as far as I 
underſtand, her Majeſty is onely a Hearer, and no Dealer ; and ſo no 715p519475%Contraf broken. I do 
more fear that this Bruit coming to the Ears of 1. Coune Holleck, might ſet him forward to a17-7751 2p 
praftiſe with 374 $y$1418H the Enemie, than of any thing elſe; for he ſpending now fo greatly, and 
having nothing to live withall but by 379 the 0717 War, and now being in ſo great ,7317020 Hatred 
with 4.0 the Earl of Leiceſter, it is and may well be doubted, which might very much hurt the ap7e0

| Bridge is in making there, it all they will make about 5000 Men, which is far above the Forces 
that Sir Fohn Norris hath. He hath written to the States to have better ſupply, and 1 have earneſtly 
ſolicited it ; bur I ſee, that before they find what her Majeſty wil doe, they reſt careleſs, and do re- 
Talve upon 'nothing. There needeth no other Enemy to overthrow this Eſtate, but want of Reſolu- 

? tion ; for I ſee that thereby no Care is had for the Conimon Detence, bur all goes looſe, and at ran- 
dom. | 

Sir Fohn Norris likewiſe writeth, That there is great ſcarcity of Vicuals wich the Enemy, and eſpe- 
cially in Nimeguen and Zurpheh, as by this ehcloſed intercepted Letter you may perceive ; to as if he 
had fach a Power now at the beginning, as might make him Maſter of the Field, there is no doubt 
bur that very Neceſſity and Want of Vi-tuals would make them to revolt; for an Army in the Field 
would enforce them to pur in no Gariſfon into the faid Towns, and more Gariſons would, 1n this 
great Want of Victuaks, ſoon conſume them, and thereby conſtrain them to yield, or to revolt. 

In a Letter written from Middlebrough, by a Merchant that came out of Antwerp the 5th. of May, 
-lt 1s contained, - 

Thar a meaſure of Corn is worth in Antwerp 3 /. Flemiſh, and hardly to be gotten; and that the 
Poverty and Miſery there is incredible. Bruges, Gaunt, Lovain, Maklain, Bruxelles, and in a manner 
all the principal 'Towns of Brabant and Flanders, are in moſt extreme Penury for Viduals. . 

That the Caſtle of Antwerp is nevertheleſs victualled for 6 Months. | 

That at Antwerp there is great ſpeech of Peace. "Thus far is advertiſed by the faid Merchant. 

By other Letters from Antwerp we are advertiſed, that about 200 Mariners are gone.from Antwerp 
to Bruges, With intent to be employed about the Siege of Oftend, as is ſuppoſed. ; 

Certain of our Soldiers at Berges- have lately defeated a good part of the Cornet of Captain Couradin, 
and x6 Priſoners taken, and brought to Berges; Count Maurice and Count Hollock, do more and more 
diſcover underhand their ſecret Miſlike againſt my Lord! of Leicefer, being gone to their Govern- 
ments; and there aſſuring to themſelves, what they may, to ſtrengthen their Party. 

I have earneſtly ſollicited the States. to renew the Magazines at Oftend, Sluyſe, and Berges, but 
they anſwer with Delays, alleadging, that in manner all the Soldfers at Oftend and Berges, are Eng. 
liſh, and therefore they not bound to provide Magazines for them, very few being ar their Pay ; . 
and beſides that they have ſuch other neceſfary occations to employ that little Money which they 

have, as they cannot ſpare it : And laſt of all, that as yet there is no ſtore of Money come in. But 
I ee plainly,that till they ſee what her Majeſty will do in this matter,they will do nothing atall ; where- 
fore it is moſt behoofefull that her Majeſty do reſolve one way or other with all pothble ſpeed. 

If the Want of Victuals of the Enemy had-nor thus kept the Enemy from us, molt miſerable had 
been the Eſtate here at this preſent. And it is undoubted, thar if now her Majeſty would be pleaſed ro 
extend her Forces, to put ſuch an Army into the Field as might be ſuperiour, we ſhould fo prevail 
at this preſent, as it ſhould not be poſſible for the Enemy in this Year to recover it : But if it be deferred 
till the Enemy ſball be able to put himſelf into the Field, which by the End of Fuly, notwithſtand- 
ing all this Want, it 1s certainly thought he will do,then either muſt there be far a greater ( harge, or 
elſe he will prevail at his Pleaſure. +It. is here affirmed, that the Harvelt of Brabant and Flanders, be- 
ing a Sandy, hot Soil, is ended before the End of Fu ; nevertheleſs if it be not ,provided for, it 
is certain that in Guelders he will gather very ſhortly about 8000 Men, beſide the Lalians that are 
bruited to come ;. for allready there are now 5000, and if he attempt nothing at Berges, Oſtexa, or 
Sluyſe, as, unlefs it be by Intelligence, we hold it here impoſſible for him to do, conlidering the grear 
Want of ViRuals in thoſe parts, then is it moſt likely that thoſe 3000 which were at Berges, and are 
now gone up to Ganz, as we underſtand, ſhall'join with thoſe at 7/:/ell, and fo alſo by ſome Eſpial 
it is confirmed unto us : Wherefore if preſently there be not put into rhe Field ſufficient Force againſt 
thoſe at Yeſel, we ſhall loſe. all our'. Towns in thoſe parts. I have continually follicited them to 
procure their 2000 Rutters, 3000 Launs Knights, and 2000 Pioniers, to be brought hither, but 
I ſte no hope how they can be here before Fuly be ſpent. The Difficulties of their Levy in fo many 
Princes Countries, with their long March, and the preſent Lack of Money is fo great.

Sir Fohn Norris having now written to the States and Council of State, that either they mult ſend

Some of the Towns have taken part with the 
Captains and Companies refufing the Oath, and have oppoſed themſelves againſt rhe Governayr and 
States ;, ſo as it-is feared that there will follow ſore dangerous Divicion among them. We are here 
moreover informed, that her Majeſty's Letters written to the States.of that Pravince, by the Depy, 
ties of Oftergo, who were lately 1n England, are refaſed to. be received. ; atid the Parties that bave of- 
fered to deliver them are commirted.; but of theſe Things your - Honour ſhall hear farther ſhortly, 
and of more certainty, becauſe my Lord hath ſent thither to enguire of the Matter.” 

By Sea they are ſt1onger at this Inſtant than they have been. ever fithence her Majeſty embraced 
their Defence, having encreafed their number of Ships now at the Seas by many, whencof there are 
remaining 28 Sail of good Men of War upon the Coaſt about Dunkirk, and Catis, under colour of 
keeping their own Subjeds from carrying of Corn to Callir, betides many others remaing abort 

-the Mouth of the River of Ems, and within the Scheld, and at large in other parts. 

It doth appear by all Circumſtances,that they have ſer vp their ref upon the Defence of theſe three 
Provinces onely, in either of which they mean to bridle Themiftocles, (rhe Earl of Leiceſter,) if he return, 
proteſting openly, that their Purpoſe is to firaizen and limit his Authority, ſo as he ſhall hereaftes ng 
more endanger them. If therefore he return, and that his former abfolute Government be contined 
unto the Provinces of Utreichr, Overrifſell, and Gnelders, who in effe& do at this time conttibute no- 

ing, becauſe the Enemy, by reaſon of the loſs of Deventer, doth branſchar all the flat Countrey of 
Overriſſell and Utreichr, even to the Gates of that City ; and that Guelders it {Ulf is already waſted and 


ſpoiled ; your Honour will conlider what Meaſure of Authority he will be able to exerciſe for . 


' the Government of theſe Countries. If your Honour. will object unto me the Jate Letters of 
the States unto her Majeſty and to him, promiſing to continue him i his former Authority, I muſt 
anſwer : That whereas they had in the firſt Draught of both thoſe Letrers inſerted a Claufe, where- 
by they would have {:gnibed their Meaning, to limit his faid Authority at his Retwn. My Lord 
Buckehurſt did entreat them to forbear ſo to write, in reſpeZt of the Hurt it might doe, promiling 
them, that he himlelf would aflif: them at the Return of Themsſtocles, (the Earl of Leicefter,) in the 
doing of any thing that ſhould be found jult and reaſonable in that behalf.

All theſe ſiniſter: Proceedings: and Difficulties notwithſtanding, I am of Opinion, that if © (the 
Queen's Majeſty ) would reſolve upon ſome other Governour, with Performiance of that which is 
promiſed, it would be no hard matter to. reduce the ſtate of all things here to ſo good a Temperature 
as might be deſired, not onely to her Majeſty's great Advantage; but to the Ruine of the Enemy, who 
now attempteth to make this Profit of our Differences and Diviſions, having in effect; no other Means 
at this preſent to annoy theſe Countties, conſidering the Poverty and Famine wherewith he is oppreſſed 
in all his own Countries, and fo like to continue until the Harveſt, if the Fault be not in us here. 
Thus much without Prejudice ro my Lord Ambaſſadour, in Regard either of his Advertiſements 
or of his Opinion'of the Courſe of Matters here, I thought good to impart to your Honour -in par 
ticular ; beſeeching you moſt humbly to have Confideration of my Suit mentioned in wy two latter 
Letters, concerning my Revocation; proteſting, that in Caſe 1 ſhould be left here to the Mercy and 

- Diſcretion of my great Enemy, if he return, that I will venture to hazard her Majeſty's Favour, in 
returning home without Licenſe ; which I hope your Honour will prevent, by procuring forthwith 
her Majeſty's SÞbod liking for my Return, wherein I repoſe my ſelf wholly upon your Honour's Good- 
nefs; and fo take my Leave moſt humbly. |

nuance of the Wars; and ſending over of a Nobleman, as well to take'the Charge of our faid Force, 
as to. affiſt them with his Advice ant "Counſel in the- Courſe of their Government by the grant 
whereof, as they are for their part'bound reciprocally to perform their Offers contained in the faid 
Proje&, ſo do We nothing doubt but'that they will have that Care that appertaineth, to yield Us due 
SatisfaQion therein, eſpecially in the' Delivery at this Time of the Towns of Fluſhing and Brill into

HE Majeſty doth allow very well of your Proceeding, and taketh no Exception to your accep- 
ting the Ratification of the ACt in ſuch fort as by the States was delivered unto you; but doth 
notwithſtanding miſlike greatly that the States ſhould urge her, by the faid Ratification, to the pre- 
ſent Entertainment of 5000 Footmen, and 1000 Horſe; beſides the Gariſons in the Cautionary 
Towns, as alſo to defer the Payments of the Summ Disburſed for the Provilional Support untill the 
end of the Wars. Secing in the A&t ſer down between Us and the Commithoners here, it appeareth 
manifeſtly, that the ſame ſhould not take Place, till the expiration of the three Months, and that 
the Money disburſed for the Proviſional Support ſhould be paid within one Year : 4 manncr of pro- 
ceeding not to be allowed of, 'and may very well be termed Mechanical, conlicering that her Majc- 
ſty ſeeketh no Intereſt in that Countrey, as the French King did, bur onely their Good and Benet, 
without regard had of both her Treaſure, and the hazard of the Lives of her SubjeC's; be.:des | 
the throwing of her ſelf into a preſent War for their Sakes, with the greateſt Prince and Potenate in 
Eyrope, But ſecing the Government of thoſe Countries, reſteth in the Hands of Merchants and Ad- 
vocates, the one regarding Profit, the other ſtanding upon Vantage of Querks and 'Terms of Advan- 


tage, there is no better to be looked for from them. _ You did well theretore to adviſe them upon 
their

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their urging the preſent payment of 2000 Men, not to ſtand upon Terms with her Majeſty in that 
behalf, and alrhough her Majeſty doth not blame* you for accepting the faid Ratification, yer doth 
ſhe find Fault with us her Commiſſoners here, in ytelding that beſides the entertainment of 5000 Foot- 
men and 1000 Horſe, ſhe ſhould be burthened with the preſent payment bf the Garriſons in the 
Cautionary Towns : I*hope, notwithſtanding the ſaid Miſlike, ſhe will ſee the ſame accompliſhed, 
both for her own Honour, and the Credit of her Commiſſioners. pt. 
- And as touching the twe Principal "Things you do defire to have Haſte tnade in, the one in ſeri- 
ding over the Governours, the other of Treaſure, in both theſe Points there is that Order taken, as 
the Neceſſity of the Service requireth, and, as I doubt not, will fall out to your Liking. And as 
touching the preſent Lack of Money, wherewith you fnd fault, the fame hath grown upon two 
Cauſes: "The one, for that the Under-Treafurer made no Defalcation of ſuch Preits, as were made 
here to the Captains and Soldiers, according to the Directions given him by the 'Treafurer here ; and 
the other, for that the 2.000 /, promiſed by the States, to have been paid unto Collonel Norris upon 
the Muſter of the 2000 Voluntiers,was not anſwered according to Promiſe, wherewith her Majeſty is 
not a little offended, ſeeing how little Care they have to yield her SatisfaQtion, which ſhe imputeth 
rather to proceed of Contempt, than of any Want or Neceſfity ; which if it ſhould fall out to be 
ſuch, as by them is pretended, then doth ſhe conceive her Bargain to be very i!l made, to join her 
Fortune with {6 weak and broken an Eſtate.

The Money taken up by you upon Credit is fatisgfed, which will make their Merchants more 
ready to lend their Money, when they ſhall be affured of Payment. To prevent that no Inconve- 
nience may come for lack of Pay, eſpecially in the Cautionary 'Towns, there ſhall be Order taken 
hereafter with the Merchants Adventurers, to ſee the rwo Governours furniſhed with Money for the 
Pay of their Soldiers. And although there be no Reaſon that her Majeſty ſhould yield to the Al 
lowance of the preſent Entertainment of 1000 Horſe, and 1000 Footmen more, before the Expi- 
Tation of the three Months, as ſhe is now urged by the faid Ratification ; yet we hope to procure; 
that ſhe ſhall be content to. yield preſent Entertainment to the 1200 Men placed in the Cautionary 
Towns, for whoſe Contentment there ſhall be Order given unto the "Treaſurer, ro make Payment

According to your Advice, there are Letters of 'Thanks written unto the Count Holbck, for the 
readineſs which he hath ſhewed to bring into her Majeſty's Hands the Poſſeſſion of the Town of Fluſh- 
3g; and in caſe he ſhall continue his Diſpoſition to repair Help, I will doe my beſt to procure thar 
he ſhall be uſed with that Honour that appertaineth, though of 'late years we do not carry that re» 
gard to the well Uſage of Strangers, that heretofore we have done. There alſo are Letters of Thanks 
written to the young Count Maurice, in reſpect of the Conformity and Readineſs that you have found 


in him, to farther the Delivery of the Town of Fluſhing.

Ul and according to your Pleaſure therein expreſled, I did in the fame 16th day diſpatch a Meſ- 
ſenger to Sir Fohn Norris with a Copy of your Lord(hip's faid Letter, ſent by me unto himyhe then be. 
ing gone from Doesburgh towards the Town of Barkes, upon the uttermolt Confines of Guelderland, 
being moſt ſorrowfull, that the eoming over of thoſe 2000 Men, for the ſupply of the decayed Bands 
here, a thing ſo needfull, even with all Expedition to have been furthered, doth now by this Order 
receive fo great Protraction, fith the faid Number might, as I conjecture, both have been levied and 
tranſported hither, before that thoſe Lieutenants or Serjeants of Bands, (which yor Lordſhips for 
their Conduction will have to be ſent from hence,) can. by any-likelihood be arrived with you, and 
ſpecially fith theſe Bands here being diſperſed into ſo many places, and fo far afunder, cannot chuſe 
but require a good ſpace of time before they can have knowledge to prepare themſelves for this Jour= 
ney ; affuring your Lordſhips withall, that-the univerſal Want of Money is here fo exceeding great, 
as [ doubt theſe poor Lieutenants and Serjeants are hardly able to ſuſtain their Charges, for this theit 
Repair to England, the Wind being ſo incertain, and the Price of all things ſo unconſcionably dear 
at Fluſhing, where for the molt part they are forced to embark ; beſides which it cometh really to

| har upon my Return from Urreiche "to the Hague, I did addreſs-my ſelf to the Accom- 
4k pliſhment of your Majeſty's Commandment, touching the Matter of Peace, wherein, for my 
better Inſtruction and Aſſiſtence, communicating the ſame firſt to Dr. Clark, and after to Mr. 73kes, 
I made my choice of Monſieur Bredro, of the Chancellour of Guelders, and of Valk, three perfe&t Pa- 
triots, wiſe and well affefted ; and did ſeverally aad with Conjuration of Secrecy, impart the fame 
unto them, as in the Name of your Majeſty, without doing which it had been to far from hope of 
any good Succeſs, as even with the help and Authority of your Name, it will not be without great 
Difficulties effefted. And after long Conference and Debate of this Matter - with thoſe three ſeve- 
rally, one after another, and never two together, (for that they ſeem to fear and tremble to have their 
dealing therein known, except I had firſt proponed it to the States or Council of Eſtate in publick ; 
and that alſo, without great good Order and Reſpect, had been a thing of all other moſt dangerous, ) 
I thought good to impart the fame unto Count Maurice, as the molt principal Perſon in particular, 
whom the fame doth moſt concern, and expeCting his coming ſome few days in vain, and underſtand- 
ing in fine that'there was no hope of his Return by a long while; 1 brake therein with ſuch a one 
here at the Hague, as by Whom the faid Count, as I am informed, is with great Aﬀance directed : 
To him 1 declared, that your Majeſty had ſpecially commanded me tg make Overture of the ſaid 
Matter to the Count firſt of all other ;. but his Lordſhip nor being at the Hague, and I expecting his 
Lordſhip's Return, even to that preſent, had now made choice of him to perform the fame, to 
the behoof of his Lordſhip, from whom your Majeſty delired ro know what Requeſts he the faid 
Count would make for the Benefit of his particular, to the end that your Majeſty might to the utter- 
moſt farther the fame to his Behoof ; and prayed him therefore ſpeedily to advertiſe the Count thereof. 
\ This done, I did alſo communicate the fame to' Barnevelr, a mall principal Man among them ; and 
laſt of all ro VanderHiile, a Man likewiſe of great Wiſdom and Account, with both' whom, above 
the reſt, I had a very long and efteftual Diſcourſe, and in concluſion do find it a Matter full of all 
Difficulties, Doubts, and Dangers : For the Common Wealth of theſe Provinces conſiſting of divers 
Parts and Profeſſions, as, namely, Proteſtants, Puritans, Anabaprtiſts,” and Spaniſh Hearts, which are 
no ſmall number; it is moſt certain, that dividing theſe'in five Parts, the Proteſtants and the Puri- 
ranes do hardly contain even one part of five. And although art this preſent the Proteſtants and Pu- 
ritanes, by having the Rule and Sovereignty in their Hands, do wholly wage afid command the 
Captains and Soldiers ; and ſo by means of them poſſeſſing the Towns with Force and Garifon ; and 
having thoſe Captains and Soldiers at their Pay and Devorion, they do thereby onely hold arid keep 
under all the rett in ſuch Awe and forced Obedience, as that they Impoſe and Tax, give Laws and 
Orders, and finally doe and execute whatſoever for the neceffity of their Eſtate is thought molt ex- 
pedienr ; and finding the dangerous Conſequence which hereunder is declared moſt like to follow, 


if at any time Peace ſhould publickly be brought in Speech amongſt the Multirude ; for that the far 
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greater paat thereof, being Papiſts, Anabaptiſts, and Spaniſh Heafts, do ſo wonderfully affect ir, 
have therefore ſpecially provided, that no man, upon pain to be moſt grievouſly puniſhed, ſhall either 
procure, attempt, or execute any manner of Dealing for Peace, except thereto by the States he be 
frſt Licenſed and Authorited. - Yet if once it ſhall be openly proponed by your Majeſty, ſo as under 
the ſhadow and Authoriry of your Name, it may paſs in common Speech, and be diſperſed among 
the Multitude,. it is wonderfully feared, leſt being once fet-on foot, the Multirude will fo ſuddenly, fo 
greedily, and fo univerſally embrace it, as by no means it will be pothble to reſtrain them within due 
Bounds, either to attend Time, Order, Vantage, or good Conditions for their Benefit ; bur running 
headlong with Defire of that which they would have, and without Reſpect of how or what were good 
. for them to have, they will lay theſe Countries ſo wide open to the preſent PraCtice and Vantage of the 
Enemy, as it cannot but endanger the whole Eſtate thereby. Beſides tHis is doubted rhat the ſweet 
name of Peace thus m_— bruited and brought amongſt them, will divert and ſecure the People Hearts 
ſo much from providing for the Charges and Maintenance of the War, as being glad to be deliver. 
ed from thoſe their intolerable Taxes and Contributions, which they have fo long endured, while ſome 
are Obſtinate, others Careleſs, ſundry Negligent, divers fed with Hope, many wuh Security, a 
number thirting after Change to better their Eſtate ; theſe carved with Superſtition, and thoſe even 
with Spaniſh Hearts, againſt their Countrey. Finally, while the Bit of Obedience is thus generally 
ſhaken,out of the Mouth of the Multitude,the Taxes and Contributions will begin to {lack and fail in 
their due Levy, the Soldiers thereby ſhall remain unpaid, Order and Government ſhall thus begin to 
ſtagger, and either Treaſon, Mutiny or Revolt, or all three together, ſhall preſently bring all ro Mil: 
chiet and Confulion. Laſt of all, their Governours and Captains, being for the moſt part mercenary 
Strangers, and many of them great in Degree, poor in Ability, and waſtefull in Expence, yea, ha- 
ving nothing to maintain their Prodigality but the onely Wage and Benefit of this Woefull War ; yea, 
diversof them having the Charge and Cuſtody of ſundry Towns of Importance, when they likewiſe 
ſhall hear of the name of Peace, to them ſo hatefull as an Enemy, and Overthrow to their Profef- 
fion and Ptohir, it is greatly to be feared, that before the Conclulion thereof may come to its Per- 
feftion, they will ſell for Money ſome Towns, if not all, unto the Enemy. 

So thus finding this Propoſition of Peace beſet with ſo many Doubts, Difficulties, and Dangers ; 
and con(idering how we might beſt prevent ſo many Miſchiets and Inconveniences, we have tinally 

reſolved upon this courſe herein, Wk ' 

* Firſt, 'That this Overture thus made by me in the name of your Majeſty, touching this Treaty of 
Peace, ſhall be made and kept with as much ſecreſie as poſhble can be, and to thar end all ſuch to 
whom the ſame hath been or ſhall be proponed, ſhall by Oath be bound not to utter it, other than to 
ſuch as by Order ſhall be limitted. | | 

Next, That belides ſuch of the States, and thoſe of the Council of State, to whom allready the 
fame is imparted, there ſhall be one of the principal Magiſtrates within every of the chicfeſt Towns 
named unto me, with whom, as need requireth, I may privately deal to perſuade him to the fur- 
therance of this Cauſe, to the end that he alſo may the rather perſuade the reſt of the Magiſtrates 
of the fame 'Town, as namely, for the Town of Dorr, Menin was by the ſaid Barnevele ſpecially na- 
med unto me for that purpoſe. | 

Thirdly, That within {ix days, by God's Grace, this matter ſhall be by me proponed in the States 
Houſe to the general Aſſembly, of the States there, having firlt miniſtred an Oath unto every one 
then preſent, that they ſhall hold the fame ſecret, and not utter-it to any other than to ſuch Magi- 
{rate within every Town, as they ſhall be dire&ed to. The Effet of my faid Propoſition ſhall be 
none other bur according to the 'Tenour of this incloſed Letter, which I deviſed as ht to be ſent to 
every particular Town from me, in the Name of -your Majeſty, as after ſhall appear. | 

. Fourthly, "That to every Town the ſaid Propoſition ſhall be imported and recommended, not one- 
ly by ſuch of the faid States General, as ſhall be thereto among themſelves afſigned, bur allo by ſeveral 
Letters from me, of the like tenour as this encloſed doth contain. . 

Now though it may ſeeem ro your Majeſty, that when ſo many-Perſons ſhall be privy to this Pur- 
poſe, that it will be a thing impoſſible to have ir held in fecret ; yet thus it is by ſome of the gravelt 
and chiefeſt of them deviſed and deſired, to the end, that though it cannot altogether be ſupprelt, yer 
by this mean they hope, that if any Speech thereof ſhall hap ro grow more rife than is conveniear, 
they may then be the bolder to ſeek to puniſh ſuch as ſhall with danger ſpread it, having no lawfull 
Author _ whom they may derive it ; fo, in ſome ſort, to keep in the overlavith Speech and fpread 
ing thereof. 5 | | 

Farther, your Majeſty muſt know, "That before the Magiſtrates of the Towns can return An- 
ſwer to the Deputies of the States here, either of their Conſent or Refuſal ro theſe Propoſitions 
thus made by me unto them, there will be ſpent 7 or 8 Weeks at the leaſt: So as it your Majeſty 
{hould not proceed to treat with the Duke before their faid Anſwer be returned here, there will be 
three Months ſpent before, by any likelihood, the fame can be ſignified to your Majelty. Wherefore 
it your Majeſty ſtand reſolved to proceed with the ſaid Treaty, being indeed a molt happy thing, both 
for your Majeſty, and for this Eſtate, (fo as it be founded upon good Surety, and good Conditions 
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and fo. as ſpecially both your Majeſty and rheſe Countries, notwithſtanding this "Treaty, do Rill ad- 
vance your Power and Forces ſtrongly to the Ficld. ) Conlideting then that to expect fo long a time 
were not onely a Matter like enough to overthrow the fame, by reaſon of ſo many Accidents a 
might happen in the mean time, bur alſo might thereby bring ſundry Perils to this Eſtate, and give 
divers Vantages to the Encmy, it ſhall be moit expedient, ( under humble Cortection, ) that with all 
poſſible ſpeed your Majeſty pleaſe to appoint the Time, the Place, and your Deputies to undertake 
the ſaid Treaty, eſpecially the fame being by the Duke himſelf ſo much deſired, as by the Letters of 
Di Lo to me it is ſo often ſignified ; whereby beſides the Hope of a blefſed Peace in the Fnd, there 
may be proponed even now at the firſt beginning a Surceaſe from Arms,which undoubtedly. ſhall not 
be the leaſt good unto theſe afflicted Countries,. conſidering how they are now at this preſent allroge- 
ther unprepared for Defence of the War. And to the end your Majeſty might have the better ground 
for your Proceeding in that fort, I have allready taken this courſe, that as well unto all thoſe to 
whom this matter hath been by me privately proponed, as alſo unto the States, when to them likewiſe 
it ſhall be generally proponed, I have and will publiſh and declare, that for the Reaſons aforefaid they 
muſt of neceſſity be content, that your Majeſty, after ſuch general Propoſitions made by me, as is a- 
foreſaid, may preſently enter into 'Treaty with the faid Duke, conlidering how they ſhall be affured, 
that your Majeſty will never make any final Concluſion therein, before that the Articles and Conditi- 
ons, which ſhall be ſer down and proponed on both parts, ſhall be firſt communicated to all rhe Prs: 
vinces United, that ſo by Advice and Conſent publiſhed, as well of your Majeſty as of the ſaid States, 
the faid Articles and Conditions may be conhrmed and ratified ; which thing I have been the bolder to 
promiſe unto them, as well for that the fame might approve your Majeſty's honourable Intention 
and good meaning towards them, as alſo and ſpecially for that ſuch is your Majeſty's Contra&t and 
Agreement with them. There is one great Difficulty which cannot be removed ; namely, That 
your Majeſty now'entring preſently into this Treaty, | there cannot be any Deputies appointed for the 
States to join with the reſt on their Behalf: for before Anſwer from the Towns, they have no Power 
to depute any, and as I have faid, it will be two Months at the leaſt before their Anſwer can come 
unto the Hague ; ſo as herein there is no other Remedy,” but by private Conference with Leoninus and 
Vandermile, who have {till been the chiefeſt Deputies for them in all their Treaties, and ſo to receive 
their Advice and Counſel therein, as from private Men, ſince they cannot give it as publick Perſons,

\. .This Courſe, by God's Grace I mean to take in this matter, and accordingly to proceed therein, un- 
till by your Majeſty I ſhall be otherwiſe countermanded, truſting ia God, that this my continual Care 
of Mind, incefſent Travel of Body, with mine humble and earneſt Defire to doe all things for the beſt - 
Service of your Majeſty,ſhall yet at length find Acceptation in your Royal Sight, whereof in my next

Jeſty's Letters of Anſwer to the Petition of the States for the Loan of 50000 1. which hath been im- 
parted unto them, according to the Direction given, to their ſmall comfort. They have ſignified 
to my Lord, that as the extraordinary Contribution of 1 00000 /. for this year required, is more than e- 
"ver hath been granted by the Provinces in any one Year, ſithence the beginning of their Wars, and 
now with much Dithculry afſented to ; it was to be feared, (becauſe the fame is yielded unto but upon: 
Condition, which is, if her Majeſty ſhall youchſfafe on her part to lend rhe 50090 defied, ) leſt the 
Provinces having knowledge of her Majeſty's Refuſal, would alfo make ſtay of the Levying of fo great

7he Lord Buckehurſt's Agreement with the States concerning the bet- 
ter Pay of the Engliſh Soldters under their Pay, in their Service, 


June 9th. 1587. 


\T 7 Hereas the Lord Buckehuf?, at the importunate Suit and Inſtance of the. Captains and Com- 
panics Engliſh in Pay with the States, ſhewing the Miſery and Want of themſelves and 

their Companies, for lack of Pay and Relief, did this day earneſtly move the States General, and 
Council of State, that they would, in Conlideration of the Poverty of the faid Companies, and that 
molt of them were immediately to be employed in the Field, be contented to give them ſome pre- 
fenr Pay ; lying before them the uncharitable and ungratefull Dealing towards her Majeſty and: her 
Nation, in ſuffering the poor Men to endure fo great Want and Miſery, who had fo Fiithfully and 
valiantly.adventured their Lives in their Service. It was anſwered by Barnavelr, (after Conference 
firſt had apart with the relt of the States then aflembled,) that they had no Means to content them, 
being at this preſent alrogether unfurniſhed ; alleadging, that as they had often preſſed his Lordſhip 
ro pive Orders, thit out of her Majeſty's Treaſure the faid Companigg ag be ſatisfied ; in reſpect 
that her Majeſty's auxiliary Numbers had not been compleat by the ſpace of many Months before ;- 
did they at this time think it fit to intreat his Lordſhip thereunto again. Whereunto the Lord Bucke- 
buſt replied, that he had no Authority to disburſe her Majeſty's 'Treafure to others than to ſuch as 
were in her own Pay ; adviſing them earneſtly to have better Regard to the ſatisfying of their ſaid 
Companies, and eſpecially to thoſe that remained in Garriſon in Lochem,Deuxburgh,and other Towns 
upon the Frontiers, who, if preſent Order were not taken for their Pay, might endanger their E. 
ſtate, being forced, even for very Famine, to deliver their Towns to the Enemy. "To this Speech 
they anſwered, that unleſs her Majeſty would be pleaſed to reimburſe unto them ſuch ?loney as they 
had impreſted to her Garifon at Bril, and for ViQuals delivered out of their Magazines to other 
Companies in her Majeſty's Pay, as well in Bergen ap Zome, as in other Towns, &c. they could not 
deviſe how to relieve the ſaid Companies Engliſh their Pay. My Lord Buckehinſt for Anſwer hereun- 
to alleadged, that the States were in her Majeſty's Debt, to the Summ of 200001. at the leaſt, dif: 
burſed by the Earl of Leiceſter extraordinarily to the Troops, during the time of his being in theſe 
Countries : And that therefore it was good Reaſon that the Impreſt and ViCtuals aforeſaid delivered 
to her Majeſty's Companies, ſhould be converted towards the Payment of the faid 200001. The 
States replyed again, denied directly that they owed any ſuch Summs to her Majeſty as were pre- 
' tended by his Excellency, having by Apoſtill, upon the Account of the late Treafurer Mr. Huddleſton, 
taken exception againſt the Summ : Saying farther, that in Caſe it were true, that the fame Summ 
pretended by his Excellency were owing by them ; yer would it appear by the Accounts of their 
Impreſts of Money, Victuals, &c. delivered to her Majeſty's Forces, that it did furmount by much 
the faid 20000 /. Thus after long Debating on either {ide, the States were contented, that of their 
Moneys to be defaulked upon her Majeſty's Companies, for the Impreſts and Vitals aforeſaid, there 
' ſhould be delivered by Proviſions to the ſaid Companies Engliſh in their Pay, the Summ of $00 /. 
Hereupon the Lord Buckehurſt, with the Advice of us hereunder written, having Commileration of the 
Miſery and Poverty of the ſaid Companies, and conſidering how diſhonourable a Thing it would be, 
| both for her Majeſty and the whole Nation, if through Want they ſhould be ſuffered to follow 
the Example of Seanley and ork, in delivering the "Towns to the Enemies, which the Soldiers them- 
ſelves had ſeemed to threaten, and how dangerous the ſame would be to the State of theſe Countries, 
did for her Majeſty's better Service, and the rather for that there is no Order from her Majeſty, or 
my Lords, for any ſtay of Payment to be made of the faid Money due to the Town of Bril, o- 


ther than by the ſaid Lord Buckebur# himſelf, in reſpeCt of the Debrs ſuppoſed to be due by the faid * 


States unto her Majeſty, adviſe and agree, That out of the Money to be defaulked of the Gariſon 
at Brill for the weakly Impreſts lent by the 'T'own to theſe Companies, there ſhould be taken the 
ſaid Summ of 800 /. to be delivered to the Receiver General of the United Provinces, to the uſe of the 
Companies aforeſaid, receiving ſo many Bills of the Captains in Gariſon in the Brill, as ſhall make 
the ſaid Summ of $00 1. And therefore we do pray you, to whom the ſigning of Warrants doth ap- 
pertain, to give Warrant to the "Treaſurer for the ſame accordingly.

SIR, | 
I Send you herewith a Warrant made by my ſelf and the reſt, for the Payment of 800 1. to the Eng. 

liſh Soldiers in the States Pay, out of the Money due by her Majeſty to the Town of B11. 
The Reaſons and Circumſtances that moved us to doe the fame, are exprefled in the faid Warrant, 
for which Cauſe I ſend the fame unto you to help to defend our Doings here, which 1 ſee are ſub- 

jet to many Conſtruftions : And I muſt alſo add to the Reaſons in the faid Warrant contained, 
that after making of the faid Warrant, and before Payment of the Money, a Lieutenant of one 
Band, and a ox 97 of another of thoſe Companies that are in Locum, came Poſt, and declared, 'That 
the Companies there enduring great Want and Miſery, through lack of Pay from the States, had 

ut themſelves is Arms,\and took a Port of the Town, and kept it untill the Return of the faid 
Like and Captain, who had promiſed within 4. Days to return, or elſe not having SatisfaQi- 
on from the States, they affirmed that they would yield the Town to the Enemy; whereupon we 
have cauſed fach Portion of the faid 800 /. as was allotted to the Three Companies there, to be 
ſent with all ſpeed ; fo as we hope this Mutiny will be pacified. I perceive plainly, "That the States 
will not be brought to make Pay to their Engliſh entertained, bur do only relieve them with Wetu- 
als, and that but barely, God knows; our Soldiers being no ways able ro endure the hard fare 
which theſe Durch-Men do. Bur they ſeem the moſt dehrous in the World to come to that Agree- 
menr, of paying 2000 Engliſh after the Queen's Rate, and to put their part of the Money into the 
Queen's Majeſty's Treaſurer's Hands ; whereof 1 have briefly advertiſed you, and do verily rhink 
there was never a better Device for the compleating of the Bands, and good Pay to the Soldiers. 
I pray you, Sir, let us know whether we may conclude in that fort, or not ; for it is ſo good a way, 
both for her Majeſty, and for the help of the poor Soldiers, as 1 would be glad to bring this ro 
paſs before I go hence, though I deſire my Departure infinitely. 

Count Maurice being their new Governour for the War Proviſional, did greatly prefs Sir Fohn Nor- 
ris to be Marſhal of the Field, but he utterly refuſed the fame. Upon his Conference and mine, 
whether it were fit that he ſhould join her Majeſty's Forces with theirs in this Service, for the Suc- 
cour of Slyyſe, by diverting the Enemy, we found fome Difficulties. On the one fide we conſidered, 
that Sir Fohn Norris (as he affureth' me) being heretofore her Majeſty's General of her- Forces here, 
had ſpecial Warrant to yield himſdlf ſubjeft to fuch Governour for the War as they ſhould chuſle. 
We found alfo, that to refuſe this Service ſhould be a Breach to the ContraCt of her Majeſty's part, 
being agreed to aid them againſt the Enemy. Likewiſe that to refuſe Employment in their Service, 
being by way of Reimburſement Forces of their Pay, had been a Matter both againſt Juſtice and 
Reaſon : And laſtly, a thing dangerous to be imputed to us, if by expeQing my Lord of Leicefter's 
coming, and we thereupon refuling to join our Forces with theirs, it in cafe Count Maurice, wanting 
the Aid of our Forces, ſhould thereby Cir to go forward, and ſo the Town of Shoe to be loft ; 
or going forward without them, ſhould prove too weak for the Enemy, and fo to be defeated, 
This Matter might lie heavily upon us. On the other fide, there want not thoſe here which give 
out, that it is, greatly derogatory to my Lord of Leiceſter's Authority ; and therefore ought not to 
be done, but deferred till his Lord{hip's coming ; 'Thart this is to take the Honour and the Army out 
of his Lordſhip's Hands, and out of thoſe Officers Commandment that are by his Lordſhip allready 
appointed, whereof for my part I know none, but onely my Lord Villoyghty, of whom you wrote 
unto me : Unto whoſe Exceptions the great Neceſſity of the preſent Service, which admitteth no de- 
ferring, and that all rhis is but proviſional, untill his Lordſhip s Rerurn, doth nor ſaffice to fariste 
them: Wherefore I have thought good to write unto you, both what is done, and what hath moved 
us to doe the fame ; which I truſt ſhall anſwer all overthwart Interpretations. 

Sir, I beſeech you infinitely, as you reſpe&t the hard Caſe of me your poor Friend, and the 
great Loſs and Hinderance which I endure at home by mine Abſence, ſo to become a moſt humbie 
Suitor to her Majeity for my Return; for being ſo far wearied in Body, and fo affiicted in Mind 
as I am, I find my felt, God knows, far unkit for this Service here. 

We are far from $1ſe, but as yet we cannot hear that it is battered ; but the Haven is ſtopped, and 
all his great Artillery there with him. They are Victualled for four Months, well mut:itioned, and 
have about 1600 Solders, and 300 fighting Burghers ; ſo as with the help of God's Favour, it ſhall 
be nobly defended. 'Thus recommending you to the ProteQtion of God, and my felf into your good 
Favour, I remain for ever yours. | |

All Duty ts your Lordſhips moſt humbly remembred. 


Perceive by your Lordſhips Letters your good Allowance of the Device mentioned by the E- 
ſtares, for entertaining of ten Companies Engtiſh, ar fuch rate of Pay as her Majeſty giveth, al- 
lowing 150 to every Company, which, as I gather from your Lordſhips Letters, you unde r and to 
be ans over and beſides thoſe eleven Companies Englyh, which allready they have in their Pay ; 
which is triie, allowing that the ſaid eleven Companies be firſt transferred into her Majeſty's Hands, 
to fill up their Decays, as they deſired ; but otherwiſe that is not their meaning ; for they fay ex- 
preſly, rhat more Engliſh Companies than they have already they are not able to entertain ; which 
being but 1 800 compleat, I have of late brought them to agree, that they ſhall be to the number 
of 2000; and thoſe being diſtributed mro ten Companies, of 200 to a Company, do make up the 
number of 2000, and thoſe tobe paid by the States at the Queen's rate, according to the Device 
proponed ; for more than theſe 2000 Engliſh, and but with this Device, they fay they are no ways 
able to pay and entertain, conſidering the great number of Soldiers which at this preſent they have in 
Pay, in ſuch fort as with the number of her Majeſty's Auxiliary Forces for the Field, and thoſe Rut- 
ters already waged out of Germany, the whole number will amount to 32000 Footmen, 5000 
Horſemen, and 1000 Pioniers, and 4.000 over in furpluſage, as by their Muſter Rolls appear. And 
your | ordſhips know, that to maintain the faid 32.000 Footmen, 500 Horſe, and 1000 Pioniers, 
they want 150000 /. belides her Majeſty's ordinary Contribution and their own, So that to bring 
over more Men, upon hope to be paid by the States, who are ſcarce able to pay little more than a 
half of thoſe which are here in their Pay already, were but to bring Mutiny and Miſery among the 
poor Soldiers, and Danger and Confuſion to the State here ; and having heretofore adviſed the fame 
to Mr. Secretary, I trult your Lordſhips will have con(ideratian thereof accordingly. And touching 
the 2.500 to be ſent over for the repairing of the Queens Bands, thus much alſo muit be underſtood, 
Thar Sir. Fohn Norris having heretofore Order, as he faith, for the reinforcing of the ſaid cautionary 
Garifons with 500 more than their ordinary Companies, which were extracted out of the 5000 Aux- 
iliary Forces, doth conceive your Lordſhips Mind to be, that the faid 500, in this ſo doubrtfull Time,

far as I can perceive, will not amount to above 6000 in all, and the Duke's, as it is certified out of

be levied. I may not forget to inform your Lordſhip, that the Council of State do ſeem in a manner 
to aſſure themſelves, That Grunevelc hath received already Corn enough to maintain 2000 Men for 
four Months, and more, and Powder a reaſonable Store to defend rhe "Town, but yet not ſo much as 
they wiſh, and will ſend if rhey can: Cheeſe and Butter they think he may want, except it_came 
unto him by the Proviſion of Sir Wiliem Ruſſel, by whoſe means they heard he had good ſtore ſent ; 
whereas now we hear, that his two Ships laden therewith came back, with opinion that the Haven 
was piled up: Soas for Powder and C beeſe they will ſupply, if poſſibly it may be ſent into the Town. 
I perceive thar the States and Council of State do wonderfully miſlike with Monſieur Grunevel: ; for

Proceeding in that Matter ; whereupon, as I have heard, he faid, That he would be his own Stiper- 
intendent, upofi Which words, as it ſeemeth, this Information is grown: Whereas at my earneſt So- 
licitation and Defire, he hath forborn to grant the fame either to Count Soles, or to any other. 

I perceive likewiſe that there is ſome fault found with the Contents of my Letters directed to the 
ſeveral Towns within the Provinces, for that I feem thereby to excuſe and juſtifie the Aions and 
Proceedings of the States ſitice of Deverrer and the Fprt, as if the faid Accidents happened had given 
them juſt Cauſe to offer thoſe Indignities to her Majeſty which they have done. Whereunto now 
ſhortly thus 1 fay, and hereafter by the Grace of God at full length I will approve, that there were 
no ſuch Indignities offered to her Majeſty as were ſurmiſed ; but contrary wife her Majeſty, with all 
due Reſpect and Reverence greatly honoured ; whereby her Majeſty was, and yet is, therein wonder- 
fully abuſed, and I for my good and faithfull Service, moſt injuriouſly accuſed. | 

' So that finding my ſelf and my T'ravels here ſubject to theſe continual Criminations, I wot not whe- 
ther T ſhould more lamanent mine own Imfortune, or the Fault of thoſe that fo untruly inform her Ma- 
jeſty againſt me; for I ſee that my Calumniations are made great with the lofty voice of mighty Men ; 
but when theipſubſtances ſhall be ſeen aud ſifted, they will be found, 1 doubt, a vain ſound of Words, 
and no better. 

Upon Advertiſement received from you, "That her Majeſty hath ſome diſpoſition to put in a pre- 
ſent readineſs 300 Footmen to be ſeit over ; and having ſome Cauſe heretofore ro doubt the Afent 
of the States unto the Allowance of their Entertainmenr, I thought it beſt to propound the fame un- 
to them, leſt they being ſent over and refuſed, there might thereby follow great Inconveniences ; 
whereto, in fine, they did abſolutely anſwer thus ; That they could not poſſibly accept into their Pay 
any more Engliſh Companies, beſides theſe eleven Companies which they allready waged ; For they 
fay, that which this extraordinary Contribution of 150000 7. they. can maintain no greater Number 
of Army and Gariſon, than the. ee Foottmen, and 8900 Horſman, and '1 000 Pioniers, in 
the Project ſet down, accounting therein alſo her Majeſty's Forces ; atid fith at this prefeht by their 
Muſter-Rolls it appeareth, that they have allready in their Pay above '24.000 Footmen, and 2000 
Horſemen, joining alfo thereanto the. 2000 Rutters, 3000 Launs Knights, and 1000 Pioniers, 
which allready by the Lord of Leiceſter's Aﬀent, are contracted for, and in part waged ; and adding 
thereto likewiſe her Majeſty's Forces, they have then nor onely their full number, both of Army and 
Guils, in the Project mentioned, but alſo 4.000 Men of Surpluſage ; whereby they conclude, That 
hey are no ways able to accept any more new ſupplies of Soldiers, either Engiz/þ or other. 

' And upon this Reckoning alſo it fell out in onkderatlon berwixt Sir Fohn Norris and me, that you 
ſhall not necd'to ſend over above 11500 of theſe 2000, which we wrote foriſſp ſupply the Bands 
here;except her Majeſty will allow thoſe 800 Soldiers parcel of the 8000 which are now joined to che 
cautionary Garifons, to remain ſtill with them in Garifon ; forthen it is requiſite for the competing of 
her Majeſty's 8000 for the Army, and of the Bards likewiſe in the States Pay, that there be ſent 
2.000 over. I ſend you herewith alſo an A&t made by the States, touching their Eſtabliſhment of 
Count Maurice to be their Governour proviſfionary for the War, during my Lord's Abſence, which 
they ſuddenly proponed to the Council of State, [ being then preſent ; for which cauſe I required

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thar my Proteſtation, by way of Apoſtile, might be: alſo thereunto joined ; and though unto them I 
did not ſo acknowledge it, yet in my Heart methought I could not gain-fay it, but that the fame is

One thing I muſt needs advertiſe you, That while I was in Treaty with the States, and labour- 
ing to prepare them to take in good part my onely Promiſe .to procure her Majeſty to lend them 
15000. and hid alſo declared unto them, that I had no Conimiſfion from her Majeſty to promiſe 
my Lord of Leiceſter's Return, in reſpe& they would not truſt his Lordſhip neither with the Choice 
of their Treaſurer, nor with the iſſuing of their Money, without the Afﬀent of the States General 
to the one, and of the Council of Eſtate to the other.

What my Lord's Charge was I know not, but as I underſtood it, both by her Majeſty and 
Mr. Secretary, it allways ſeemed to 'me to be very effeQual, and yet none otherwiſe than fach 
as ought to be juſtifiable ; and my Lord Buckeburſt had Matter both ſufficient and juſtifiable to charge 
the States withall. Touching the Requeſt of the Earl of Leiceſter, that he ſhould dehire him not to bring 
in queſtion any particular Matter between the Count Maurice or Hellck, for ſuch Reſpedts as did pals 
betwixt my Lord Buckehurſt and the faid Earl, and to take that Courſe, which was to compound all 
Differences betwixt the faid Earl and them, as the faid Lord ſhould think meet, Your Lordſhips 
ſhall here find out my Lord's evil Dealing, both with her Majeſty firſt, and with me her poor Mi- 
niſter after : His own Anſwer doth ſhuffle off the firſt Point, "That he was commanded not to charge 
the Stares but with Matrers juſtifiable ; but he faith not ar all, that he had ng Matters juſtibable,

\ Touching the Mutiny at the Brill, 1 am loth 'to ſpeak of it ; for rather bear with Severiey than 
Lenity in thoſe Caſes.; but yet I mean to be iaformed e'er long how it was, for there is Matter in 
it, as the Treaſurer can tell, who found himſelf -grieved withal : But this I muſt ſay, That it is 
ſtrange to find Mr. Norris ſo ſevere for this Mutiny at the Brill, and when there was a Mutiny in 
Utreichs, not only enough to endanger me, and us all that were there, and himſelf Collonel of the 
Footmen,and being commanded by me two ſeveral times to go deal init,my Marſhal's Priſon being bro- 
ken by an hundred Mutiners, and a Priſoner taken our, and yet could not make him'go ; I was driven 
my ſelf to go in Perſon, and cauſe all Companies by the Drum to be aſſembled, and to march by 
mine own Door, and my ſelf to cauſe my Guard to take this Man, and that Man, as they paſſed 
by in their Bands, and ſhewed by others to me, to be the MalefaCtors, and could not get Mr. Nerrs 
to take one, ' but contrariwiſe, ſuffered the Principals to eſcape, being of his Band, till I took others 
of his to anſwer: their forth-coming. . And where . Mr. Norris was to march that Night towards 
-Grave, with much ado, commanded even upon his Allegiance ſo to do, yet did he find Means then by 
Excuſes to ſtay that Night, only to fave the Mutiners that were his Men, and ſo foully dealt, as 
before ſundry Lords and Counſellors he brought me word, that one of the Accuſers at the Gallows 
did excuſe his Men, and prayed me to ſtay them : I thereupon ſent two or three ſpecial Men to cx- 
amine it; and when they came, it was found quite otherwiſe, and the Party juſtified his Accuſation, 
notwithſtanding he was perſwaded and threatne if he would not ſo do to fave the Offender (and then 
was his Man Provoſt Marſhal :) : Which foul Dealing was delivered before his own Face, and divers

I. OU ſhall let the Lord General underſtand that her Majeſties Pleaſure is, that Collonel Nor-

for Felend as well as for the Safeguard and Satisfattion of theſe Northern Parts. But much con- 
trary to our ExpeQtation and the Duty and Allegiance of our Subjets, we found. the Gates of our 
Town ſhut, and the Bridges drawn up agaitift us, and tho we came in a peaceable way, repoling the 
greateſt Confidence in the Love and Loyalty of our People, by offering (as we did) to put our own 
. Perſon and our two Sons, but with twenty Horſe into thac Town, there being in it a Garriſon of 
abur eight hundred Souldiers; yet WE were not only denied enttance, bur in a Warlike thanner 
ppoſed by Sir Fohn Hotham, the armed Men being placed in all the Payts and about all the Walls of 
the Fown, alledging {tho falſly) for his excuſe , the Command of the Patliattient, and bei 

prefſed by us to ſhew ſuch an Order in Writing, he could not do it, for we were ever very a 
dent, that there was never any publick Order of theirs, that could ſo much as imply a denial tv 
our Admitfion, we knowing well enough, that he wasentruſted by them, for a Guard and Security of 
that place againſt Foreign Enemies, or thoſe at home, who are difaffeted in Religion, and not againſt 
his natural Sovereign, which hoſtile Oppoſition and afual Levying of War againſt our Perſon, be- 
ing by the Statute of 2.5. of Edw. 3. enatted High Treaſon. Which Statute confidered, and that 
for the avoiding all Jealouſies as we have ſaid, we were conterit to have been admirted-with fo very 
fmall a Number in our Company. We were thereupon conſtrained to proclaim the faid Sit Fohr 
Hocbem, and all thoſe that ſhould adhere to, or affiſt him, Traytors: Of all which above-faid Paf- 
fageswe have acquainted our Parliament demanding Juſtice ro be done upon him, that they might 
thereby have unity to vindicate the Impuration laid on them by Sir Fobn Hotham, and we the 
eaſier way fo chaſtiſs accor ing to Law fo higha 'Treafon. And leaſt a MiCunderftanding of our 


Intentions, or of the Law might miſguide any of our Loyal and Well-affeQed Subjects, the Inhabiranis, 
_ Captains, Officers or Souldiers in that Town, we have thought fit to offer to your confideration the 

afore-named Statute with that of the 1 1. of Hen. 7. Chap. tz. Wherein it is declared by the unani- 
mous Afent of Parliament, Thet the Subjets of this Realm ate bound by Duty of Allegiance to ſerve che

teenth of March laſt, that the Kingdom hath of late, -and: ſtill is in fo evident and imminent Dan- 
ger, both from Enemics abroad, and a Popiſh diſcontented Party at home, thar there is an urgent 
and inevitable Neceſſity. of putting our Subjedts-ina-Polture- of. Defence, for the-Safery- borh- of 'our- 
Perſon and People: And that ſithenee divers Inhabirants of divers Counties have addreſſed their Pe- 
ritions to that purpoſe; and whereas a ſmall Number of both Houſes, - after it had been rejeQted by

the Legality hereof, have attempted,. by. way of Ordinance, to put in execution the Power of the 
Militia of the Kingdom, and to diſpoſſeſs many of our ancient Nobiliry of the Command and Truſt 
repoſed in therf: by us, and have: nominated divers others, who have ne Intereſt in, or live near to 
ſome of the Counties to which they are nominated for the Lieutenancy, whereby they cannot be 
properly ſerviceable to. the Counties wherewith they are intruſted, nor our Pecple receive that Con- 
rent and Security which we deſire they ſhould : T'o ſubmit to the Execution of which Power, by

whereunto: we have not;,- or ſhall _ our- expreſs Confent, any of the trained Bangs, or other 
Officers, without expreſs Varrant our Hands, or Warrant from our Sheriff of the County 
grounded upon-2 particular Writ to that purpoſe, under our Great Seal. And conlidering that in 
anciemt time the Mi/iti« of the Kingdom, wag ever difpoſed of. by Commitfions of Array, and that 
by particular Statute upon Record in the Tower, made in the Fifth Year of Hey the Fourth, by 
full: Seſone of the Prelates, : Earls, Barons and! Commons, and at their Suit, and by the Advice 
and Opinion-of the Judges then had, ſuch Commiſſions were mitigated in reſpeR of ſome. Clauſes 
perillousin the Commithoners, and approved of for the time to.come :' And. that by the ſubſequenc 
Recvrds, it appeareth, thar all our Royal Predeceflors have continually exerciſed that Power by ſuch 
Commiſſions, till of late time they have been diſcontinued by the Grants of particular Commiſh- 
ons of Lievrenancy, little differing in Subſtance from the ſaid Commiſſions of Array, againſt which, 
it ſeerns; the Houſes have raken ſome Exception, and though we are ne way fatisfhed of the Illega-

Huntington, and in your Abſence, Wiliam Earl of Devon, or Hemy Haſtings Eſq; to be one, and be- 
ing Both confident in a great Meaſure, of the Loyal AﬀeCtions of our People, and very tender to 
bring any unneceflary Burthen or Charge on them, by augmenting the Number of the Trained 
Bands; we do for the preſent only require, that you forthwith cauſe to be Muſtered and Trained, 
all the antient Trained Bands and Free-hold Bands of the County, carefully ſeeing rhat they be

fect and good in Law, then Iam too well acquainted with your Majeſty's Diſpoſition, to advice any 
courſe of Power or Profit, that is not grounded upon a Right. Nay, further, if the Defects be ſuch, 
as aCourt of Equity may remedy and cure ; then, I wiſh, that as St. Pezer's Shadow did cure Diſcaſes, 
\ fo the very Shadowof a good Intention, may cure the Defe&ts of that nature ; bur if there be a Right 
and Birth-Right planted in the Heir,and not remediable by Courts of Equity, and that Right be ſub- 
mitted to your Majeſty, whereby it is both in your Power and Grace what to do; then do wiſh that 
Rude Maſs and Chaos of a good Deed, were dire&ted rather to a ſolid Merit, and durable 
Charity, to a Blaze of Glory, that will but crackle a little in Talk, and quickly extinguiſh.

Ad- 
vancement of Learning : And, 3. Propagation of Religion. Now then if I ſhall ſet forth before your 
Majeſty, in every of theſe three kinds, what ir is that is moſt wanting in your Kingdom, and whar 
is like to be the moſt fruitful and effeQual Uſe of ſuch a Beneficence, and leaſt like to be perver- 
ted, thatT think ſhould be no ill ſcope of my Labour, hvw meanly ſoever performed; for out of 
Variety repreſented, Eleftion may be beſt grounded. Concerning the Relief of the Poor, I hold 
ſome number-of Hoſpitals, with competent Endowments, will do far more good, than one Hoſpital 
of an exorbitant greatneſs : For tho' the one courſe will be more ſeen, yet the other will be the more 
felt : For if your Majeſty ere& many, beſides obſerving the ordinary Maxime, Bonum quo communius, 
eo melius ;, Choice may be made of thoſe Towns and Places, where there is moſt need, and fo the 
Remedy may be diſtributed, as the Diſeaſe is diſperſed. Again, Greatneſs of Relief accumula- 
red in one place, doth rather invite a Swarm and Surcharge of poor, than relieve thoſe that 
are naturally bred in that place, like to il-rempered Medicines, that draw.more Humours to the 
party, than they evacuate from it. But chiefly I relie upon the Reaſon that I touched in the beginning: 
That in theſe great Hoſpitals, the Revenues will draw the Uſe , and not the Uſe the Reve- 
nuesz and fo through the Maſs of their Wealth, they will ſwiftly tumble down in a Miſim- 
ployment, And if any. Man will fay , that in the two Hoſpitals in London, there is & Prece- - 
dent of Greatneſs ; concerning which good Employment, let him conſider, That thoſe Ho- 
ſpicals have annual Governours; that they are under the fuperiour Care and Policy of ſuch a 
State as the City of Londen ; and chiefly that their Revenues confiſt not in Certainties, bur in 
Caſualties and free Gifts z which Gifts would be with-held if they appeared ence to be 'perver- 
ted ; fo as it keepeth them ina continual good Behaviour and Awe, to imploy them aright ; none 
of which points do match with the preſent caſe. , | | 
' The next Conſideration 'may be , Whether this intended Hoſpital, as it hath a more 
ample Endowment than other Hoſpitals have, ſhould not likewiſe work upon a better Subject, than 
| other poor; as that ir ſhould be converted to the Relief of maimed Soldiers , decayed Mer- 
chants and Houſholders, aged and deſtitute Church-men, and the like ; whoſe Condition, being | 
of a better fort than looſe People and Beggars » deſerveth both a more liberal Stipend and 
Allowance, and ſome proper place of Reliet, not intermingled or coupled with the baſeſt ſort 
of poor: Which Proje&, though ſpecious, yer, in my Judgment , will not anſwer the Deſign 
in the Event, in theſe our times : For certainly few Men, in any Vocation , who have 
been Somebody , and bear a Mind ſomewhat according to Conſcience and Remembrance of 
that they have been , will ever condeſcend to that conditich, as to profeſs to live upon Alms, 
and to become a Corporation of declared Beggars , but rather will chooſe to live obſeurely, 
and, as it were, to hide themſelves with ſome private Friends; fo that the end of ſuch an. 
Inſtitution will be, that ir will make the place a Receptacle of the worſt, idleſt and moſt diC 
ſolute Perſons of every Profeſſion, and to become a Cell of Loyterers, and caſt Serving-Men 
and Drunkards, with Scandal rather than Fruit to the Commonwealth, And of this kind 1 
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can find but one Example with us, which is the Alms-Knights cf #/indfor ; which particular will give 
#2 Man ſmall encouragement to follow that Precedent. = 

Therefore the beſt effe& of Hoſpitals is, to make the Kingdom ( if it were poſſible ) ca- 
pable of that Law, Thar there be no Beggar in J#ae!; for it is that kind of People thar is a Bur- 
then and Eye-ſore, a Scandal and a Seed of Peril and Tumult in the State : But chiefly it were 
to be wiſhed, that ſuch a Beneficence rowards the Relief of the poor, were fo beſtowed, as not 
only the meer naked poor ſhould be relieved and ſuſtained, but alſo that the honeſt perſon, 
which maketh hard means to live, upon whom the poor are now charged, ſhould be in ſome ſort 
eaſed; for that were-a Work generally acceptable ro the Kingdom, if the publick Hand of 
Alms might ſpare the private Hand of Tax. And therefore of all other Employments of that 
| kind, I commend moſt Houſes of Relief and Corre&ion; which are mixt Hoſpitals, where the 
impotent perſon 1s relieved, and the ſturdy Beggar buckled tro work; and the unable perſon 
alſo not maintained to be idle, (which 1s ever joined with Drunkenneſs and Impurity,) but is for- 
ted with ſuch Work as he can manage and perform ; and when the Uſes are not diſtinguiſhed, as 
in other Hoſpitals, whereof ſome are for aged and impotent , and ſome for Children, and ſome for 
Correction and Vagabonds, but are general and promiſcuous, ſo that they may take off poor of every 
fort from the Country, as the Country breeds them. And thus the poor themſelves ſhall find 
the proviſion, and other good people the ſweetneſs of the Abatement of the Tax. 

Now if it be objected, That Houſes of Correction in all places, have not done the good 
that was expeCted : As it cannot be denied, but in moſt places they have done much + good, fo . 
ir muſt be remembred, that there is a great difference between that which is done by the diſtracted 
Government of Juſtices of Peace, and that which may be done by a ſerled Ordinance, ſubje& to re- 
gular Viſitation, as this may be; and beſides, the want hath been commonly - in Houſes of Cor- 
rection, of a competent and certain Stack, for the Materials of Labour, which in this caſe may 
be likewiſe ſupplied. 

Concerning the Advancement of Learning, I do ſubſcribe to the Opinion of one of the Wilſeſt 
and Greateſt Men of your Kingdom, That for Grammar-Schools there are already too mariy, and 
therefore no Prudence to add where there is excefs: For the great number of Schools within your 
Highneſs's Realm , doth cauſe a Want, and doth likewiſe cauſe an Overflow , both of them 
inconvenient, and one of them dangerous: For by means thereof, they find want in the Country 
and Towns both of Servants for Husbandry, and Apprentices for Trade. And, on the other 
fide, there being more Schollars bred than the Eſtate can prefer and employ ; and the aCtive part 
of that Life not bearing a proportion to the preparative, it muſt needs fall out that many 
Perſons will be bred unfit for other Vocations, and unprofitable for that "in ” Which © they are 
brought up ; which fills the Realm full of indigent, idle and -wanton People, which are bur 
Materia rerum novartm. 

Therefore in this point I wiſh' Mr. Sutton's Intention were exalred a degree ; that that which 
| he meant for Teachers of Children, your Majeſty would make for Teachers of Men; where- 

in it hath been my ancient Opinion and Obſervation , That in the Univerſities of this Realm 
(which I rake to be both of rhe beſt policied, and of the beſt endowed Univeffities of Earope) 
there is nothing more wanting towards the flouriſhing State 6f Learning, than the honourable 
| and plentiful Salleries of Readers, in Arts and Profeſſions: In which point as your Majeſty's 
Bourgy already hath made a beginning, ſo this eccaſion is offered. of GOD, to make a pro- 
cceding. Surely, Readers in their Chair, are as Fathers and Parents in Sciences, and deſerve to enjoy 
a Condition.not inferiour to the Children that embrace the practical part ; elle no Man will fit any 
longer in the Chair, than till he can walk to a better Preferment ; and it will come to pals as Virgil 
ſays, Et patrum invalids referent jejunia nats. | 

For py the principal Readers, through the meannefs of their Entertainment, be but Men of 
ſuperficial Learning, and that they ſhall rake their places but in paſſage, it will make the Maſs 
of Sciences want the chief and ſolid Dimenſion, which is Depth, and to become but petty and 
compendious Habirs of practice Therefore I could wiſh, that in both the Univerſities, the . 
LeQures as well of the three Profeſſions, Divinity, Law and Phyſick, as of the three Heads of . 
Seience, Philoſophy, Arts of Speech, and the Mathematicks, were _ raiſed in three Penſions unto 
100 1. per Amman 8 piece; which though it be not near ſo great as hey are ta ſome other places, 
where the Greatneſs of the Reward doth whiſtle for the ableſt Men out of all foreign parts to 
ſupply the Chair, yet it may be a Portion to content a worthy and able Man, if he be likewiſe 
contemplative in Nature, as thoſe Spirits are that are firreſt for Le&ures. Thus may Learning 
in your Kingdom be advanced to a further heighth; Learning, I fay, which, under your Ma- 
jeſty, rhe molt learned of Kings, may claim ſome degree of Elevation. 

Concerning Propagation of Religion, I ſhall in few Words ſer before your Majeſty three Pro- 
politions, none of them Devices of mine own , otherwiſe than thar ever I approved them ; two of

Thys have I briefly delivered to your Majeſty my Opinion, touching the Employment of this 
Charity, whereby that Maſs of Wealth, that was in the Owner' little better than a, Stack or Heap 
of Muck, may be ſpread over your Kingdom to many fruitful Purpoſes, your Majeſty 
planting and watering, and GOD giving the increaſe. = Oe Os Y er 
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
